Juliat ignorant of her Lover's FalQiood, 
and impatient of his Abfence, difguifes herfelf 
in the Habit of a Page, and travels to Milan j 
there (he lodges at the fame Inn where her 
Lover does, and is informed by the Hoft 
that PrHheus was in love with the Duke't 
Daughter, to whom that Night, in Thurin'i 
Name, he gives a Serenade. 

JuUa 
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: yulia is prefent at the Mufic, which being 
over, Protbeus entertains Sylvia with his Paflion, 
in the heating of his difguifed Miltrefs, who 
retires to her Inn in great Difcontcnt, where 
Pretbeus coming foon after, fees her, and not 
knowing her, hires her for his Page. 

VaUntine in his Journey to Mantua, is 
feized in a Forefl by fome Out-laws, who ' 
tnalte him their King. 

Sihia having contrived to efcape out of 
her Tower, follows her I-over, and palling 
through the Foreft, is taken by thofe Out- 
laws : the Duke, Prstheus and Tburu follow 
her, and Julia Prtthtvs. 

Prethtus finding her in the Hands of thele 
Ruffians, who were going to offer her Vio- 
lence, refcucs her, but his Service being ill re- 
ceived, and hisLove abfolutely denied, he threat- 
ens her with Force lilcewife. This happenii^ 
near Valmtim'& Cave, who, unfeen, had been 
a Witnefs of his Friend's Treachery, he rulhcs 
out, delivers Sihia, and making himfelf 
known, paflionately upbraids Prolhetis with his 
Bafencfs. 

Protbeus, llruck with Remorfe 2nd Shame, 
acknowledges his Guilt, ^oTelTes his Repent- 
ance, and imploics of his Friend Pardon.

claration, fwoons away ; recovering, makes 
Itcrfelf known, and Pretheus reconciles himfelf 
to her. The Out-laws bring in the Duke 
and Tiurio, whom thty had taken Prifoners j 
■ Faieniine relcafes the Duke, but feeing Thurlo 
about to ie'i-ie Silvia, whom he calls Fis Own. 
he threatens, him with inflant Death if he does 
rot refign his Pretenfions, Thuria yields her 
wiih' Contempt, which ib dirpleafes the Duke, 
who declares he is charmed with the Spi- 
rit and Conltincy of Vulentijrt, that he be- 
llows her upon him, and pardoning the Out- 
laws at his Requeft, they all teturn to Milatiy 
to celebrate the doubib Nuptials, 

Part of die Kot of this Play is taken from 
the Story of Felifmena, "in the Second Bodk Of 
the Diana of Georgt MonUmayor, a Paftoral 
' Romance, tranHated from the Spanijh in Shakf 
/pear'% time ; the Loves of Prothem and yulia, 
in the Play their Chflratfters and Adventures 
are the fame, with thofe of Felix and Felifinena 
in this Romance, whofe Hiftory is thus iri- 
trodnced. 

Three Nymphs dedicated' to the Service of 
Diana, ftraj-mg too far from' the Traiple of 
that Giddeft, in wliich they refided, are m^ 
in the Woods by as many favage Men, who, 
ftruck with their Beauty, attempted -to carry 
ihem away by force : their Gries drew a young 
Shepherilclsj to their Affiflance, who 'being 
armed with a Bow and Quiver, fliot her Ar- 
rows fo fuccefsfully at the Ravifhen, that, in 
a few Moments, me laid them all breathlefs at 
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her Feet, and dclivercii the Nymphs from the 
Dangei that threatened them. Her uncommon 
Beauty, the Dignity of her Mien, but above 
all, her furgriiing Valour, perfiiadcd the Nymphs 
the was fomc Goddefs, who had defcended 
from Heaven to fdve them from Dillioiiour. 

Full of this Idea they threw tbemfelves at 
her Feet, and, addreffing her as a Divinity, 
return Thanks for the Affiftanceflte had vouch- 
lafed them. The Shepfaerdefs raifmg them 
from the Ground,. aHurcd them - with Tears, 
that flie wasnct Qoddefg, but a mere Wo- 
man, and one of . the weakeA of her Sex, 
undone by JU>ve, and finking, under the Op- 
pFeCon of th« moft cruel Fortune.

The Shei^ierdcfs being willing to 
gratffy their friendly Cunofin, they feated 
theoirelves on the Banks of a Kivulet that ran 
niurmi}rijig by. them,, when ihe thus be^n her 
jStory.

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Many Yeare ebpfed, before it pleafed the 
Gods to blefs them vHth a Child; at lengrii 
my Motber conceived in her old Age, and 
one Night, during her Pregnancy, being dif- 
compotcd with uneafy Apprehenfiont, and un- 
able to fleep, fhe defired my Father to difli- 
pate her Anxiety by reading fome amullng 
Siory to her. My Father complied, and read 
Tbe 'Judgment a/"Paris. 

My Mother taking Occafi<m to moralize on 
this Story, condemned the Partiality of fhe 
Shepherd's Sentence. Paris, MA flie, being 
irtoxicated with a fenfual Paffion for Beauty, 
was incapable of confidering, as he ought, the 
robkr Qualities of the Mind; heroic Virtue 
is the brighteft of them all, and therefore the 
Goddefs of Batilee merited bis Preference.

Mother being fatigued with talking, fell fa[t 
afleep. When, lo, the Goddefs Venus appear- 
ed to her \n a Dream, fliiniiig with celeftial 
Charms ; her Eyes exprelTed a certain Kind of 
amiable Severity j far Anger could have no 
dwelling on the Face of this charming Di- 
vinity, and with a Voice, majcflically fwcec, 
ffae thus accofted her. 

Whence Delia is this Contempt of a 
Power, who has been always favourable to 
thee ? Haft thou forgot the Time when thy 
foft Heart firft. glowed with tender Fires for 
thy Androniusf then didft thou feek my Al- 
Urs ; then didft thou implore my Aid j I heard, 
and granted all thy DeGresi and is it thus 
thou repayeft- me ? but know, ungrateful Wo- 
man, thou flialt not efcape the Vengeance of 
an af&onted Deity ; thou flialt bring forth a 
Son and Daughter, but thou fhalt not live to 
tafte the Joys of a Mother ; the Moment of 
their BJrth {hall be the iaft of thy Life j nor 
ftaH my Vengeance flop here ; thy wretched 
Offipring fliall feel the Fury of my juft Re- 
fentment ; they both Ihall languilh with the 
Pangs of hopelos Love, and be the Vidtims of 
that Power thou haft dared to defpife. 

The Goddefs ended, and vanifhed from 
her Sight, when immediately the heavenly 
Form of fove's own Dau^ter, the Divine 
Minerva^ appeared before her, awfully fweet 
flie fmiied, and with a grave, but melodious 
Accent, thus fpolcc to her :

theGoddefs ihreatened, died immediately. My 
Father finking under an Excefs of Sorrow fof 
her Lofs, followed her in a few Months, 
leaving my Iit^ tit-Brother and myfelf to th^ 
Care of an Aunt, who was Ahbcfs of a Nun- 
nery ; with her we lived .'till we were twelve

Believe me. Madam, faid {be, I meant 
no more by prefling you to take this Letter, 
thuntomake you laugh. I did not imagine 
you would be offended, hutfince, contrary to 
my Expcdations, I find you are, I will trouble 
you no-morcon this Subjedt; faying this, (he 
put (be Letter again into her Pocket> and^uit- 
tcd my Chamber, 
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■ Ah, how cagei-Iy did my ftraining Eye 
purfueher Steps .' I died with deiire to fee the 
Letter ; but Pride and Modefty, that made me 
refufe it when flie intreated me, now joined 
with Shame to keep me fiom requiring it aftei 
the Anger I had affected. 

All that Day I continued penGve and un- 
eafy ; at Night, when Ro/tTia attended me in 
my Chamber, I waited with an anxious Im- 
patience for a Renewal of that Difcourfc with 
which I had ieemed ib much dirplcafcd in the 
Morning j but alas> I was difappointed, Rs- 
Jirut cither was, or appeared refolved to mention 
the Letter no more.

Fab'iut having mentioned me to him, -he 
ordered my Attendance on him that Evening, 
and being pleafed with my Appearance, hired 
me immediately. Ala^, this Situation was 
produftive of new Mifcries, for now I was 
a Witnefs, a mournful Witnefs to (he Mef- 
fages, Letters, and Prefents that were daily fent 
my Rival. 

** After I had been a Month in his Ser- 
vice, Don Felix, who had conceived an ex- 
traordinary Liking for me, communicated to 
me the whole Story of his Paflion for Celiac

Ai)d to mc alfo, Madam, faid I, by ^v- 
ing me an Opportunity of feeing a Lady, 
whofe Beauty has, in my Opinion, no eqiul 
in the World." 

CtSa fmiling, told me, I had learned of 
my Milter to flatter ; yet flie did not fccm 
difpleafed with my DifcourTe, but protra£ted 
my Stay by afking mc a great many Qucfti- 
ons concerning Feii/menay to whom ^e had 
heard Don Fttix had formerly paid his Ad- 
dreflcs. 

I fighed and bluflied when flie ' mentioned 
my Name, but my Emotion efcaped her Ob- 
fervation, and having fattsfied her Curiofity 
about Feiifmena., whofe Beauty, Wit, and

I bowe^ refpeitfully, and retired, full 
of Surpriie at this unexpected Incident, yet 
not without a Hope it might produce Ibme- 
thing ^vourable to my Love. 

' Don Felix finding he never received any An- 
(Wef from Celiac unlefs Iwas the B^arer.of his 
Lettcrjtook Care always to a ffign methisEmploy- 
ment. CeBof bythefeMeans, feeingmeevccy 
Jj)ay, conceived a very, vioient AfFeition for me, 
which, however, {he only difcovered by her.Sighs 
and Looks j but her Ipdiiference towards Don 
Felix .was far, from producing the Eft'eils 
I hoped and expected:, his P^^oii feemed to 
increafe in Prop'ortian as {he negtcSed him ; 
and fo great was his Defpair, that apprehend- 
JDg itmiEjht eridanoer his Life, I, whom, it 
might well be imagined, was the lall Perfon 
io the World, who would follicit her Com- 
paiEon for him, I, fair Nymphs, threw my- 
ielf at her Feel, and with Tears .befought her 
to have fome Regard to the fad Condition lo 
which her Rigour had reduced my MaQcr. 

Celia, who had flattered herfelf with the 
Hopes of having made fome Impreffion on my 
Heart; iii.agined by my iiipplt^ntl^olluie, and, 
thefiifl Words I uttered, .that T yas goiiig to 
plead for myfelfj butiip lixioei did Aie heat the 
Name 
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Name of Don FtUxt than» lollng in an In:* 
ftant all her former Complacency, her Cheeks 
glowed with indignant Blulhes, her Eyes 
Salhed' a loolc of Rage and Dirappointmeni, 
and rifing from her Chair with trembling 
Amotion; ' Be gone, ungrateful, laid the to 
me; is it for thy Mafler then thou pleadeft, 
when thou hsft long known ijiy Soul was de- 
voted to thee ? have I lived to be defpifed by 
fuch a One as thou art ? oh I curfed Fortune, 
oh, more Curfed Love 1 but I will be revenged, 
if not on thee, I will on myfelf. My Death 
fliall free mc at once from thy fcorn, and the 
Upbraidlngs of my own confcious Mind." 

Saying this, ibe flew into an adjoining 
Apartthent, malung faft the Door after her, 
which left me not the.Poffibility of purfuing 
her, if I had had an Inclination to it. 

Grief and Amazement kepf me for fome 
Moments immoveable as a Statue ; at length 
I departed, but my Thoughts were in fuch 
Confufion at the (Irangc Accident which had 
happened, that I' came into the Prefence of 
Don Feliv without being prepared with any 
AnTwcr from Ctlia. 

His eager Interrogatories rouftng me from 
the deep Reverie into which I was plunged, 
I replied at Randoin that Celia was engaged 
with'Company, "and that I could not procure 
ah Opportunity of fpeaking to her.

Sorrow, increafed to fuch a Degree, that Z 
was almoft diflra^ted. 

At my Return Hmhc I found him loft 
in the wildeft Agonies of Defpair; the News 
had already reached him j none of his Servants 
durft approach him ; he even commanded me, 
who was his Favourite, out of his Prefcnce : 
Heaven knows with what Reluctance I obeyed. 
— From that faul Day I fa*- him no 'inore, 
he departed without acquainting any of his 
Friends or Servants with the Place to which 
he deligned to go. 

No Words can paint the Torments I en- 
dured at this newMisfortunej deprived of his 
Prefence for whom I only wifhed to Jive, _ I 
loathed the Sight of Day, I curfed my Fate, 
my haplels Love, and all Things, but my Fe- 
lix. 

Thefe Agonies were too violent to con- 
tinue long i Nature was too weak to fupport 
(hem , 



ttem t their Rage at Length fubfided ; a calm 
of Grief enrued, and Hope, the falfe intoxicat- 
ing Friend of Love, reprefented it ilill poiE- 
ble for me to be happy if I could find my Ft- 
lix. 

Roufed by diis fiatterine 't'hought, I re- 
folved to feek him through the World* and 
have already wafled two Years in my Purfuit 
of him. 

Chance brought me to ^efe Plains, where 
being ftniclc with the peaceful Simplicity of a 
pxftoral Life, and abfolutely defpairing ever to 
fee Don 'Felix more, I threw ^ tiw Habit oif 
a Man, and in the Weeds of a ShepherdeTs, 
wandered through thefe Woods, flill nourilh- 
iiig with Solitude and Tears the fatal PalBon 
that confumes me. 

Heaven, by afTording me ai^ Opportuni- 

gof deliveiing you, fair Nymphs, from the 
anger with which you were threatened, fcems 
to be preparing a Reverfe of Fate for me j the 
firft Ray of Joy that ever dawned upon my 
Soul fuice the Abfencc of my beloved Don 
- Felix, was occafioned by being made the In- 
flrument of your Deliverance; oh i inay it be 
a happy Omen of Fortune's future Favours j 
let me hail it as the Bcginningof that Happi- 
nefs which the Sight of my Don Felix will 
raife me to." 

The beautiful Ftlifmena ended here, and the 

fair Votaiies of Diana confirmed her in that

rrue Delicacy, and noble Perfcverance of het 
Paffion; and all joining to jntrcat fhe would 
confcnt to refide with uiem- in the Palace of 
the fage Felicia., 'till Fortune had made Tome 
Change In her Affairs, fhe readily embraced 
their Ofi«r, : and Tct out with them for the 
Temple of Diana. 

The Reader, by comparing the Irfcldents 
that compofe the Fable of The Two Gaitle- 
men of Venna^ with thofe in the foregoin^to-; 
ty, will eafity perceive that Prstheus and^w//a 
iii the Play iit the fame with Ftlix 2.ai. Felif- 
mtna in the Novfcl. 

The Story, indeed, is highly romantic and 
improbable, and Shaktjpeet^s Judgment in rc- 
jeaing many of the Circumftances might be 
praifed, if thofe he has invented were not e- 
qually abfurd : 'tis generally allowed, that the' 
Plot, Conduifl, Manners, and Sentiments of 
this Play are extreamly deAclent. 

The Court and Palace of the Duke of Mt- 
lartt to which firft Sir VeUntine, and then Sir 
Protheus, are fent to improve their Politeneft 
in, has lefs Dignity and Decorum in it, than . 
ihe Houfe of a prrvate Gentleman. Sihid^ 
the Duke's Daughter, notwithftanding we are 
told with wonderful Simplicity, in different 
Palfeges of the Play, that ihe is a virtuaw civil 
Centlewaman, yet behaves with all the ruflic 
Smattnefe. and awkward Gaiety of a Village 
Coquet. ' 

She 
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She is introduced ilirfing from Room to 
Room, followed- by two of hq- Lovers, and 
hughir^ equally at the Man Qie fevours, and 
him me rejeus, flyly inciting them to 
quarrd, and when (he has fet them together 
by die Ears, enjoys tiic Jeft, 'till the good 
Prince, her Father, comes in to part them. 

Sir fiaUnlint'a Court&ip of this Princefe, it 
nrnft be conli^Ied, is -extreamly lingular, and 
the Appearance of his dirty Footman, Speed, 
in the Fre/ence-Chamher, breaking Jells upon 
his Mailer and her Highnefst whils ttiey are 
difcouHing, has fomething in it very new and 
uncommon. The following Scene will give 
flie Reader -% Specimen'of Sir FaUntinii Gal- 
lantry, the Wit of his Servant, and the prince- 
ly breeding of Silvia^ the Dulte's Daughter.

Ihall tfaofo 
Enemies of our Country boaH of having over- 
thrown one of its fbrongcft Pillars i Or bit 
fome enthufiaftic Fit of Devotivn liezcd thy 
Mind, and given thee up to more than Wo- 
man's Softnefe F Art thou mounung for fbmc 
im^nary Crime, and tryittg to i^ipeafe tht

The artful Pmdarns (poke 'in this Manner, 
not becaufe he doubted the Courage of Trsiba, 
of which he had given a Thouland glorioui 
Proofs, but that by this Reproach, he migbt 
awake him from uiat Lethargy of Woo in 
which he faw him funky and rouTe htm to a 
more noble Paffion.

Love having diiStatcd, 'to the ready Pen of 
i Triilut, the iofteft and moft perfuafive Elo- 
quence that ever won a female Heart, Pan-

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Ntceflity of deliring a Truce iuicl an Exchange 
orPrlfoners. 

When Chakas, the Fatter oiCrejJida^ heard 
ofthisPrDpofttioiii he pre&nted himfetf before 
the Council of War, and earnefUy intreated 
the Princes, that they would fuffer Antemrt 
then a Prifoner in their Camp, to be exchanged 
for Crtffda his Daughter, whom he had left in 
Tnj at his Departure. The Greek Princes 
confentcd to his Requeft, and thofe that were 
named Commiilioneis for the Greeks with the 
Treja'asy were ordered to demand CreJJida in, 
excliange for Antenar, 

At the Arrival of the Grtdan Envoys in 7>(y, 
King Priam fummoned a Council to meet, be- 
fore which they appearedftndgave an Aca)urit 
of.their Commiffion. 

As foon as CreJJida was named, the great 
; Heart of Troilui funk within him, an afliy 
Palenefe overfpread his Face ; convulfive flii- 
VeringG feiaed every Limb, and Grief and Rage 
Were painted in his Eyes. With trembling 
Impatience he waited to hear the Opinion cf 
the Council) revolving, in his diftrai3:ed Soul^ 
What he Ihould do in cafe they gave up Cre£i^. 
Love fuggeDied to him, thai he ought rather 
to die than fufier CreJlida to be ravilhed from 
his Arms ; hut Reafon reprofented, that it was 
Itt the Chsrmer of his Soul fh«idd be confulted, 
as to her Intentionsy ere he proceeded to Ex- 
tremities, and then, if Ihs approved his lirm 
Oef^ te Ice^. kef, he 'would defend her 
£ 2 againlt 
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againft the united Force of al! the Powenoa- 
^rth. Fain would he fave her Honour, and 
-prevent her Depaiturc} and^hilehisThoughts 
■were in this Tumult, HeSter^ who had well 
weighed the Grecians Demand, turned to the 
Envoys, and told them, that Crefftda was not i 
Prifoner, and therefore could not be included 
in the Treaty for Exchange of Prifoners ; and 
■tell your Princes, added he. We fell no Wo- 
jxen here. 

Scarce had he nttered thefe Words, when a 
Murmur of Diflike ran through the whole Af- 
iembly, which at laft broke out into a tumul- 
tuous Exclamation againft Htffor for oppofing 
the R,oiurn of Jntinor on accounl of a . Wo- 
man. 

The venerable Priam, by his Authority, 
put an End to the Conteft i and, declaring that 
it was his Will the Daughter of C<T/(r;6(ii Should 
beexchanged for Antenar, the'AflcDibly bn^ 
up fatisfiea widi l9iis determination. 

7r»ilus, impatient of the (mothered Grief and 
Sage that tore his inmoft Soul, hafte^ied to hii 
own Palace ; with a frantic Air he flew to his 
Apartment, (hut every Door and Window, 
and having, as much as lay in his Power, oi- 
clHded the hateful Light, he threw bimlelf, wifii 
a deep and deadly Groan, upon his Bed ; there, 

fiving a Loofe to Sorrow, he paiEonately up- 
raided the cruel Gods as Authors of his Mu- 
fortunes •; he-curfed his Fate, the Greeks, him- 
fclf, and Trw ; Then, in the fierccft Trairf- 
ponofhis'Orief} be dmirhisgtwcfing Body 
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«athe Ground ; widi cruel Blows he Beat his 
groaning Breaft, torehisdisfhsveled Hair, and 
abandoned himielf (o all the wlfd ExccfTes of 
the moil confirined Defpair. 

Thefe Agonies at length fuBliding, a CaTiii 
of Grief enfaed ; again he fell extended on his 
"Szi, and", in faft heaving Sighs andftreaming 
Tears, gave Vent to the Angullh of his la- 
bouring Heatt 

PuffiJTrirT entering his Chamber, aodfuidit^ 
him in this Condid^on, endeavoured, by all the 
(bodiing Arts he was Mailer o^ to give him 
Comfort s but Troilus was deaf to hia Perfua- 
Ws, and exafperated ntthcr than foothed by 
the iueiFeflual Arguments he urged ; again hia 
Grief rofe up to Frenzy j again he uttered Im- 
precations againft the Gods, and, in the Wild- 
ne&of his Woe, devoted himfeli' to Deftruc- 



' PandaruSf terniied at a Def^air fo vehe* 
ment, threw himlcif at his Feet^ and conjured 
him to moderate his Affli£tion, and take no 
Refolutions to hia own Prejudice till he haJ 
conTulted Ci-eJBda, and heard what flie bad to - 
propofe J adding, that he would go immedi- 
ately to his Niece, and take Order for theur 
private Interview. 

Trailus liflened attentively to dus Propofal^ 
,and, a little foothed with the Hopes of feeing 
Crtffidai prellcd Pandams to go that InAaot 
ajicTprepare her to receive him, projnifrng Bi«- 
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Confidant to commit no Violence againfthim- 
filf, but to acquiefce patiently in what Ws Mif- 
trefs ihould ordain for him. 

Pandarus fatisfied with this Afliirance, Idi 
him, and went to his Niece's Houfe. The 
Report of her being exchanged for Antm»T had 
already reached her Ears. She was reclined (Mi 
a Couch in her Chamber, pale, motionlefs, anil 
badied in Tears. At her Uncle's Approach 
llie iitwly raifed her Head, a frefh Stream f& 
Tears gulhed from her charming Eyes, andpaP 
fionately clafping her ivory Hands together, 
*' Oh I Uncle, cried flic, with a Voice almoft 
drowned in thick fucceeding Sighs, to vhatMi- 
fery hath Love and you introduced me !" 

Grief prevented her from fpeaking more j 
' her beauteous Hcadj like a Lilly overchargol 
'with Rain, funk again upon her Pillow, and 
a Groan, that feemed to rend her lovely 
Frame to Pieces, fpoke her Diflrefs more elo- 
quently than the moft exprel&ve Words could 

Paadariis feating hfmfelf near her, belbii^t 
her, for her Lovers lake, wliol^ Grief ^^ 
' almoll deprived hini of Reafon, to moderate 
her Sorrow, and give him an Example of Pa- 
tience and Conflancy that might, by inciting 
him to imitate it, prevent the fatal Effects of 
his Defpair. 

Crtfftdat alarmed for her Lover's Safety, and 

fufferiiig more in his Afflit^ion than her own, 

-fmn- 
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fWitnoned up all her Courage in Order ti> 
receive bin* with fome Degree of Conftancy. 
Chi his Entrance into her Chamber flie rofe 
anJ met him with an eager Embrace, endea- 
vouring, by a forced Serenity in her Afpcift, to 
difpel that Cloud of Anguiih that faddencd eve-- 
»y Feature; but alas! her Face, that Image of 
Paradifc, W^ pale and waji; the rofy Bloom 
Was fled, the laughing Loves that ufed to play 
upon each diimiied Cheek was gone ; Tears had 
Ammed the Luftre of her ftarry Eyes, and all 
the ^rightly Graces, that decked her every 
I/xik and Motion, were loft in languiOuitg. 
l)ejedioii. 

Tnilusy fteppine a few Paces baci, gazeJ 
on her for fome Moments in an empha- 
tic Silence ; while the big Sorrow, labouring 
ftiraVent; fo totally oppreffed his vital Powers, 
tiiat, ' ftanding without Senfe or Motion, he 
looiced like the fad Ima^e of Defpair : Tears M 
one Inftant gave Relief to both. 

The Power of Speech returned, and thejr 
broke into Complaints that might have pierced^ 
the mofl: favage and infetirible Hearts. A 
thoufand Schemes were planned to prevent dieit 
Patting, but all upon Reflexion proved im- 
prafticable : The paflionate Troilus, incapable 
bfliftning to any Thing but the Diiiatcs of 
(lis Love, was for leavmg his King and Fa- 
ther, his diftreflcd Country, his weeping 
• Friends, blaftine that Glory which in fo many < 
well-fDueht FicSis he had acquired, and only 
E4 fcl- 
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, foUicitOUs to preferve his Crejfida^ fteal wiA 
her away from Troy^ and ^ve up all to Love. 

Ci'ejftda heard this Propofal with Uorror ; iie 
loved his Fame j flie would not fuiFer him to 
Sacrifice it to her j ihe reprefented to him the 
W^akncls and Baieoefs of fuch a Refolutio% 
, and deeply vowed never to coiifent to any thinj 
that might wound his Honour. Hear my 
Tretlui^ added Ihe, the only ExpedientFortune 
.has left in our Powers AifFer me to be fenti 
; according to the Decree of the Council, to my 
Father J I vrill carry with me a large Qujntjqr 
of Trcafurc which I will pretend was fentto 
his Care by force of our Relations, who intend 
to take the firft Opportunity of elcaping to 
the Grecian Camp. Before the Truce is es,- 
.pired I will urge him to let mjc come once more 
■ to Ti-oy, in order to (ecure the Remainder of 
.'our Friends Treafure; he is covetous, and 
will be eafdy prevailed upon; oo the tenth 
T5ay fropi my Departure you may expeS me, 
and once more met, nothing but Death fhall 
feparate us. 

TrailuSf with Heart-breaking Sighs, gave 8 
?flow'and fad Aflentio what Ihe had propofedj 
but, full of racking Apprehenfions, a thoufand 
Times he begged her to be true. And ilie» 
invoking ^1 the celeftial Deities, the Satyrs* 
Nymphs, and Fawns, and the infernal Gods, 
imprecated Curfes on herfelf if ever (he received 
a fecond Love. The Morning was nowbrok^, 
.^ith Ipecchlefs Grief they parted.

The Greeks, with- Anttmr,. appearing iff 
fight, Troilus was obliged to yield to the lad. 
Ncceffity of parting. Remember, oh! re- 
member to be true, be cried, and Iceep your, 
appointed Day. His faultering Tongue could 
pronounce no more. An ^y Palenefi over- 
fjo'ead his Face ; he turned avray- abruptly and' 
joined Antenor, while Diomede eagerly flew.to 
the weeping Criffiia^ and- conducing her- to 
the Grm'nn Camp, leftherin the £mbraces of. 
her Father. Tbe .unhaj^ Trtilsts puking un- .

The ten Days in which the bad promUed 
ttfcome baclc^ leemed, tohisimp^^entMind, 
B5 mwiy tedious Ages ; aaxiouHy he counted 
the tardy Hours, and wondered at their un- 
uTual Ltii2tb ; now eagerly wilhing for the 
Shades of Night, and bow as impatient fiu 
tbc riitng Dawn. 

PanJarm^ whom only he would admit to 
his Prefence, endeavoured to prevail upon him 
to bear the Abfence of his Niece with Mode- 
ration, and to wait calmly for her Return; but 
the diilra£ted Lover was iocapable of follow* 
ing this Advice ; his Soul was' racked bctweca 
tlie contrvy Extreoteg of Hope and Fear;

out doubt dc is falfe, he cried, the wrebdud-

foriakenme i 

Patuiarui, tho' greatly fufprized at his N'lect'g- 
Bi^ch <^ Promife, and perhaps fufpedling the' 
worft, yet anxious to remove from the unhap- 
py. Youth that Load of An^iiih that feemedt 
r«ady to pvcrivhelm him, invented a hundred* 
£xcuJie8 for her Delay; which he who dread-- 
ed nothing fo much as a Confirmation of her 
Falftiood, eagerly grafped at, and, in Con> 
pJ*ancewith(£cpreffingInftinc«of his Friend,- 
E fr returned 
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returned to die City. After a Night of aga- 
nizlng Woe, no fiwner did the Morning dawn 
Ami he arofe, and. flew again to the appointed

changing Sex, and how weak an OblHcle an 
abfcntLover w^ ; to thofe &int Remembran- 
ces he oppofed his Royal Birth, his Fame in 
Arms, his never-dying Paffion, flattering her- 
Ambition with the Hopes of making her his 
Q{feen, and her Vanity with an AfTurance dut

As foon as be is gone, Cref/tda, in a Soli- 
loquy, profeflcs that Ihe no longer loves 5r«- 
tusy and that Ditrtade is Maftcr of her Heart i 
Tr^kt, in a Tranfport of Grief and Rage, 
iexdatms^aijiftheilnconflancy, vows to take 
ample 
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in^Ie Vengeance on im Rival, and the next 
Day in Banle, performs fuch wonderful A8a 
of Valour, that the Gredem are almofi put to 
flight. - 

AchiUfS having abfented himfelf, from ti)e 
Field, in compliance with the Commands of 
■ Ptljxnuj^ Priam's Daughter, with whom he 
is in Love, and carries on a fecret Correfpon- 
dence, Htifer^ who had been warn'd in vaiji 
to defift from fighting that Day, rages uncon- 
trouled through the Field; at length, having 
killed Pn^rDf/uf, AcUUfiSy to revenge the Death 
of his Fiicnd, arms and ruihes iiito the>Sattle. 

/&<!7^ oblerving a Crwi in Golden Afiiiour» 
fights with him and wins it, and fatisfied whh 
the Exploits of the Day, is begimiing to difann 
bimfelf when !^i:i>//i!;/} at the Head tit his Myih 
nidons, appears.

This Play has been fererely eenfured on ac- 
count of the Faults of its Plot {if that can be 
called a Plot which is only a Succefllon of In- 

" cidents, without Order, Connexion, or any 
Dependancc upon each other) as well as the 

- biequality of die Manners the Poet has giv^ 
to his Ferfons. 

The Loves of Treiim and Crfpda are, in ^ 
■ the Ctrcumftances, exactly copied from Chaw 
ter J but thefe Circumftances are intirely de- 
tached from the reft of the Play, ajid produCfl 
no Event worthy oui Attention.. 

TraiSis and CreJJida gtve Name to the Tri- 
gedy, and, byConfcquence, arcthemoftcon- 
nderable Perfons in it ; yet Trai/ut is left alive, 
and CreJJida, too fcandalous a CharatSer fii' 
draw our Pity, does not fatisfy that Deteft^- 
tion her Crimes raife in us by her Death, but 
efcaping Puniflunen^ leaves the Play without 
a Mon3j and abfolutely deficient in poetical 
Juftice. 

The Manners of thefctwo Pwfons,' how* 
ever, ought to cfcape the general Chaigcc^ 
Inequality. 
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TnOui, who is drawn exaSly after Cbaucrrt 
is evciy where confillcDt with his Chamber 
of J hrave Soldier, u»l 9 paffioiute and faith-* 
fulLoVei. 

From Cr^ifl's firft and fecond Appearance 
we may eafdy gucfs what her future Conduct 
w'Jlbe) the deep Art with which, fhe coi\- 
ceals her PaiRon for 7r«7w, her loofc Con- 
lerTation with her Uncle, her free Coquettry 
with the Prince, and her eafy yielding to his 
Addrefles, prepare us for her rallhood in the 
fucceeding Part of the Play, and al! together 
maVe up the Charader of a compleat Jilt : 
Her not being puniflicd is indeed an unpardon- 
a}))e Fault, and brings the greateft Imputation 

Jiia^inable upon Shaiefpear's Judgment, who . 
could introduce fo vicious a Perfon in a Tra- 
T gedy, and leave her without the due Reward 
' of hcrCrimes, 

. The Charafler of CreffSda is much more 
confiftent in Shahjpear than Chaiutr ; the lat- 
ter reprefents her wife, humble, and naodeft* 
mcely fcnlibleof Fame, iond of her Country, 
not«di1y fufceptible of Lov^ hard to be won, 
and • rather betrayed thanyiclding to the De- , 
fires of her -Lover. 

With all thefe amiable Qpalities to engage 
QW Eftcem .and thofc alleviatiiw Circumflaa- 
ces that Attended her Fall wiui TraiUu, wc 
cannot^ without Surprize, fee her fo foon 
Aanging her l/ove, viol^ing her Vows, and 
bafcly

bafely proftituting her Honour to Diatneit. 
The inequility ctf Manners here is very ob-. 
fervablej but Shaiefpear in drawing her Cha- 
ra&et has aroided falling into the fame Fault 
by copying Chaucer too clofely, and CrtJJiiat 
throughout the Play, is always equal and coa- 
fiftent with herfelf. 

■ That the old Story Book, called The thru 
Deftrmahns of Troy, fiimiftied Skakefptat 
^th Ac other Part of the Plot, is plain from 
frfveral of the Incidents being exa^y copied 
from thence : Thus he^akes Achilks to be in 
Love with Pelyxena the Daughter 6f PriaiUy 
arid this Paffion to be the Caufe of his refufing 
to 6ght againft iheTrpjans; zn&HeSter to be 
cowardly killed by AchUlts, as. he was intent 
oft fjtoiling a Greek of his Golden Armour, 
which he had eagerly fought after in the Battle. 

This Circumftance, however, Shakefyear 
has altered greatly for the woife : The Story 
fays, that HeSer having (lain Patroclut and 
performed many wonderful Afls of Valour, 
fatisfied with the Slaughters rfthc Day, was 
going to quit the Field, when happening to 
fee a Greek with a coroplcat Suit of Golden 
Amiaiir on^ his Avaricewas awakened and he 
refolvcd not to quit the Battle till he had 
gained this rich Prize; accordingly heaiTauIt- 
tA the Greet, took him Priftncr, and to lead 
him mo« *afily out of die Throng, catt his 
^ifeld behind him. ' 

jtMest 
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AthiUes, whom tlie Deadi of Patrodta had 
brought into the Field, burning with a Defire 
of Revenge onHe^ior, haflened to feixe him 
at this DifatJvantage, and gave him a Blow 
with his Spear which killed him. 

Sbaiefpear raAts He^sr, in the fame Man- 
ner, eager to win this Suit of Armour ; but 
qfttr he has flaii> the Greek who owned it, he 
difarms himfelf in the Field of Battle, and 
Achillet and his Myrmidons coming up, they 
all furround him, fall upon him and kill him. 

Thus has Sbatefpear made AthlUes a greater 
Coward than the old Story Writer j for in the 
' latter he only takes Advantage of his Enemy's 
Shidd heit^ thrown bdiind nim to give him a 
Wound} but Sfu^^^dr makes him employ all 
his MyrmidtMu to lull one Man, and he dif- 
armea and calling ibr Mercy. 

. The Abfuidity of IhSsr'i unarming him- 
felf in the Field of Battle, with all his Foes 
abouchim, in order to facilitate this wonderful 
Enterpiize^ is too ^o& to need any Remail. 

Hi&ar'i challenging anv of the Grecian 
Princes to fmgle Combat, in Honour of their 
Ladies Beauty, ii a Cirthunftance borrowed 
firom the Story Book, but furely very injudi- 
ttpufly. The following Meflagc fmm tiie De- 
iender of Troy, a City lumod ruined by a War 
9S nine Years Continuance} can hardly be- 
read without a Snile.

Tho' Shahfpear confulted diis Book for Part 
of his Plot, yet, in drawing rfie Characters of 
his Grecian Princes, I cannot help thinking 
he had- Homer in his Eye ; and probably (aw 
' fome old Tranflation of that Poet, for thea 
vas one in his Time.' 

Aci'iles, indeed, is a CharaiEJier of his own 
Invention, ridiculous and inconflant to the lajt 
Degree, Brave, and a Coward; a Fool, yet a 
^ep and accurate Reafoner: But, intbeothcrs, 
he feems to hav.e ^deavoured at an Imitadon 
oi Hcmtr, 

Thus he makes Wmmide bold and enterpriz- 
ing; r/^rwife and artful; Neftsr narrative, 
and ever ready to expatiate on his paft Exploits; 
Therjiles cowardly, fa,tyrical, witty, and ma- 
licious: In the Interview between the Greek 
and Trojan Princes, he makes them all fpeak 
with great Propriety, and fuitable to their re- 
tpe^ve Cbaraoers. tfeffn-f indeed, by men- 
tioning 
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ti(Hiing Hirlen^ ludicrdufly to the iniurcJ Afeiu- 
iata, Mtho bad given him a free and Ibldier-lilcc 
Greeting, difcovers, in that Inilancc, neither 
the Mariners of a Prince or Warriorj but 
this is only a Slip} for hi) Dilcotufe, both be~ 
fore and after it, is quite agreeable to his Cha- 

The Silence of Troilus tn this Scene is beau- 
tifully imagined. The Poet makes this paf- 
fionate Prince attend HiHar to the Grtcian 
Teats, whither he-is invited only with a Defign 
c^ieeing his beloved Creffda; out his Refent- 
oeot towards the Enemies of his Country be-, 
ing heightened by the Conltderation of their 
wing deprived bim of his MiftreJs, -he is 
incapable of mixing in the Converfation, ot 
even of returning the Civilities of the Grecian 
Princes; he ftands at a Diflance, penllve, fi- 
Jcn^ wholly abfbrb'd in melanchollyRefleftions. 
The Grief of this young Lover is finely mark- 
eil by j^^Mtmnm, in that ihort Queflion to 
Vlj[//is, pointing him out.

However ridiculous, inconfiftent, and con- 
trary to general Opinion, ShaitJ^earhxsiiAvm 
the Character of jLhilUt m this Play ; yet, in 
, the following Lines he muft have had Homer in 
' his View. The Grecian Army is almoft rout- 
I ed hy the TrejanSy the Commanders in the ut- 
moit Conflernation, when F/^j enters, and 
I thiit reaflures them :

The 
King's injurious Treatment of the banilbed 
Balingbreke^ by thus depriving him of hit lenl 
Fofleflions, draws greatNumberstodiatNoUc- 
man's Party, who being affifted likevinfe byi 
foreign Force, lands in ffti-Znn^, and there ae- 
daring, that his only Motives for returning to 
his native Country in Arms, were to get Bis

It has boen obftrvcd, that Siaie/pear^ in his 
Hiftorical Plays, was a clofe Copier of the 
Hiftories from whence he took them; yet, in 
^/cifwr^ the Second, there are fbme Deviation! 
and fome Omiffions that throw different Lights 
en the Chara<5ters of his Perfons, and tend 
greatly tomiilead our Judgments in dicOpinions 
. we Fonti of them. 

The Murder of the Duke of GUuce^tr, 
Uncle to the King, is one of the Crimes that 
BoUngbrake charges on the Duke of Norfali; 
the King, in many Paffages of the Play, is faid 
to have commanded it: The old Duke of iflx- 
f^w upbraids him with having fhed the Blood 
of the great Edivard, and Richard's Silence to 
that Accufation is not only a tacit Confeffion f^ 
the Guilt, but a Proof that he had nothing to 
offer in Vindication ^ it. 
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In the Hillory it is not ablolutely clear that 
King Richard had any part in the Death of 
his Uncle; but 'ds certain that the Duke of 
Gkuctjier was engaged in fev«ral ConfpiracJea 
agauift him, and that the King having difco-

The Epi- 
sodical Part of the Drama, which is made up 
of the- extravagant SalHes of the Prince of 
il^aSes, and the inimitable Humour of /"(T^/it^ 
is entirely of liis own Invention. The Cha- 
rafter of Prince Henry, tho' diawn-after the 
Hittorians, is confiderably improi'ed by S/jaii.-' 
fpfar; and through the Veil of his Vices atid 
irregularities, we fee a Dawn of Greatnefi 
»nd Virtue, diat promiCes the future iSpleiidor 
ef his Life and Reign.

Saxons, he placed there certain pTenchtim, 
which having in difdain the difhoneil Mannen 
of the German Women, made a Law that the

Shahfpear has given the Jame inconliflent 
and improper Man nera to all the chief PcrToni 
In this Play j the brave old Duke of T^rki the 
gallant EthuardVis Son, afterwards King, the 
heroic Wanuici, whom the Poet fo often ftylea 
the Maker and Subduer of Kings, are all 
Murderers j at once the Heroes and the Villaiiu 
of the Scene, equally exciting our Praife and 
Deteftation. The Poet, in order to difplay 
this predominant PaiSon, Cruelty, in Charac- 
ters where it is left expefted to be found, the 
Heroe and the Prince, has not fcrupled t6 vi- 
olate fbmetimes the Truth of HiAory. 

The Chronicles fay, that the Duke of Teri^ 
who pretended to the Crown, was'killed in the 
BaxtXc-f^ ff^ahjuld, and being found dead inche 
Field by the Lord Clifford^ he cut ofFhis Head 
andprefmted itto the Queen of i/ifwy the fixth, 
who was in Perfon at this Battle. Shaiefftar 
makes him toiie taken Prifoner by the Earls of 
Narthumierlakd and CUffardt who bring him 
to the Quesn and afk what flie woultT have , 
done to him: To which ihe replies,

Thete Jeems to be fome little Abfurdityin this 
incident ; for Anna BulUn being, as the Lord 
Chamberkjj) afterwards tells the King, one of 
the Queen's Attendants, it can hardly be fup< 
pofed that he never faw her before. This Ban- 
quet is at large defcribed by Helingflied. Shaie- 
fpesr follows him clofely in feveral of the CJir- 
ciimftances, as well as me Difcourfe that pafled 
between the King and fome of die Perfons pre- 
fent. 

" On a time, fays Holing^ed, Page 921, 
the King came fuddenly thither in a Mafk, 
with a Dozen Mafkers, all in Garments like 
Shepherds, made of line Cloth of Gold, and

Fifft,' you Ihail undeiftand that Ae 
Tables were (et in the Chamber of Prefeiice» 
jufl covered, and the Lord Cardinal fitting un- 
der a Cloth of State, there having all his Ser- 
vice alone, and was there fet a Xady wiA a 
Nobleman, or a Gentleman and a Gentlewo- 
man throughout all the Tables in the Chamlxr 
on the one Side, which were made and joined 
as it were but one Table, all which order azid 
devife was done by the Lord Sanders, then 
Lord Chamberlain to the King, and by Sir 
Henry Cuildfird, Comptroller of the King*! 
Houle. Then immediately after the Great 
Chamberlain, and the faid Comptroller, fenC 
to look what it fhould mean (as though the/ 
luiew nothing of the Matter) who looking out 
of the Windows into the Tiomesy Fetumed 
again and Ihcwed him, that it feemed they wen 
Noblemen and Strangers that arrived at his 
Bridge, commg as Ambaffadors fromfomeft>- 
reign Prince, ^Vith that, quoth thcCardinal, 
I defirc you becaufe you can fpeak French, to 
take the Pains to go into the Hall, there to 
receive them accordmg to their Eftates, and ro 
conduft them into this Chamber, where they 
fliall fee us, and all thefe noble Perfojiages, 
being merry 'at our Banquet defiring them to 
fit down with us, and to take part of our 
Fare. Then went down incontinently into 
the- Hall, where they were receivca with 
. twenty new Torches, and conveyed them up 
into the Chamber with fuch a noife of Drums 
and Flutes, as feldom had been heard the like. 
At their entring into the Chamber two and two 
together, they went direftJy towards the Car- 
dinal. 
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dinal, where Jie fat, and faluted him Fere- - 
renily. To wliom the Lord Chamberlain for 
them faid ; Sir, for as much as they be Stran- 
gers, and can not fpejJc Englijhy they have de- 
fired me to dcclart unto you, that having un- 
derftanding of this triumphant Banquet, where 
was afiembled fuch a Number of excellent 
Dames, they could do no lefs under fupport (rf" 
jour Grace, but to repair hither, to view as 
well their iticomparahle Beauty, as for to ac- 
company them at Mum-chance, and then to ' 
Dance with them ; and. Sir, th^ require of 
your Grace, Licence to accomplith the faid 
Caufe of their coming.

Then fpake the Lord Chamberlain to them 
in Frmchf and they roundiqg him in the Ear, 
the Chamberiain faid unto my Lord Cardinal, 
Sir quoth he, riiey confefs, that amon^ them 
there is fuch a noble Pcribnage, whom if your 
Grace can point liim out from the reft, he 
is content to difclofe himfclf, and accept your 
Place, With that the Cardinal taking good 
Advifement among them, at the laft quoth lu^ 
me feemeth the Gentleman with the black 
Beard, ihould be he, and with that rofe ouCcf 
his Chair, and offered the fame to the Gende- 
man in the black Beard with his Cap in his 
Hand. The Perfon to whom he offered the 
Chair was Sir Edward NtvlH, a comely Knigli^ 
that much more refembled the King's Perfmi in 
that Maflt than any other. The King per- 
ceiving the Cardinal fo deceived, could not 
forbear laughing, but pulling down his Vi6i 
and Mr. NevilFs alfo, and dafhed out fuch a 
pleafant Countenance and Cheere, that all the 
noble Eflates there aiTembled perceiving the 
King to be there among them^ rejoiced very 
much."

jnan, tliratl to afie£Hons, brought to Bed with 
flattery, infatiable to get, and more princcljr 
inbeltawing; aa appeareth by his two C<^t^es 
of Ipfioicb and Ox/hrd^ the one oveiihrown 
with his Fall ; the other untuufhed ; ' and, 
yet, as it lieth, for a Houfc of Students, con- 
fideiing all the Appurtances, incomparable 
throuen Chriftendome, whereof H*nry the 
Eightn is now called Founder, becaufe he let 
it itand. He held and enjoyed at once the 
Billiopricks of Tari, Durham, and Wtncbefltrt 
tile Dignity of Lord Cardinal, Legate and 
Chancelor, the Abbey of S/. Albans-, divers Pri- 
ories, fundiy fat Benifices in cavmiendam; a 
great Preferrer of his Servants, an Advancer 
of I/caming, ftoiU in every Quarrel^ never hap- 
py till this bis Overthrow, wherein beihewed 
Cich Moderation and ended fo perfeiUy, that 
the Hour of his Death did him more Honour 
than all the Pomp of his Life." 

Tho' the Charaftcr of King Hinry is drawn 
after this Hiftorian, yet Shake/pear has placed 
it in the moft advanugious Light; In tliis Play 
be reprefents him as greatly difpleafed with the . 
Grievances of his Subjects and ordering them 
to be relieved, tender and obliging to his 
Queen, grateful to the Cardinal, and in the 
Cafe of Ch-anmer, capable of diftinguifliing 
and rewarding true Merit. If, in the latter 
Part of the Play, he endeavours to caft the dif- 
agreeabie Parts of this Prince's Charaifter- 
as much into Shade as po^le, it is not to be 
won- 
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wondered at. Shahfpear 'wrote in the Reign 
of Queen Eli^mbeth, a Princds .who inherited 
more of the Ambition of her Father Hturj, 
than of the Tendernefs and Delicacy of hn 
Mother. June Buiien : And however fenfible ftif 
might bo of the Injuries her Mother nnlur'd, 
irould siot have furred her Father's Chancer 
to have been drawn in the-^voifl Colours, eitbtr 
by an Hiftorian or a Poet. Shaiifpiar has 
exerted an equal d^ree of Complatl'uice to- 
' wards Queen Eiixeheth by the amiable Lighti 
he {bews her Mother in, in this Play, 

- j4mu Bulleu is reprefented as afiefted witli 
the moft tender Concern for the Suflerings of 
her Miftrelsi Quckh Cathtrin^; receiving the 
Honour the King confers on her, - by making 
her Marchioneis of Paniroie, with a graccfJ 
Humility; and more anxious to conceal her 
Advancement from the Queen, left it IhouU 
aggravate her Sorrows, than folicitous to 
penetrate into the Meaning of fo extraordinary 
a Favour, or of indulging herfelf in the flatter- 
ing Profpcii of future Royalty..

Tale of Geneura : 

Fri7/»?;&e Italian o/LodOvicoAriofto, im 
the Fifth Sbok of bis Orlando Furiofo. 



THE noble Rilando lailing to England,. 
whither he was fent on an EmbafTy by 
the Emperor Charlenmncy a violent 
Storm arofe, which continuing two Days and 
Nights, drove him, , at lafl, on the Coaft ot 
Scotland : Hij Elect arriving fafe, he ordered" 
bis Retinue t« meet him at Berwick, himfclf, 
without any Attendants, ftruck into the fa- 
mous Fore{t of Caledonia, not without a Hope 
of meeting with fomc Adventure worthy hit 
Courage and Virtue. 

While he was pleafmg himfelf with this Ex- 
pectation, fometimes nding, and fometimes 
walking a flow Pace leading his Horfe, Night 
. drew on, and he now began to think itnecef- 
fary to go in queft of a Lodging. Perceiving 
jui Abbey at ibme DiAance^ he remounted his 
Horfe 
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HorTe and rode up to it. The AbKot and his 
Monks, feeing a Stranger of a noble Appeai- 
ance at their Gate, came out, and with great 
Civility invited him fo pals the Night there. 

RSnaldo gratefully accepted their Ofej 
and being conduaed to a Chamber, and 
an elegant Repaft feived to the Table, as 
foon as he had &tisfied the Cravings of an Ap- 
pc^te made, eager by Travel and long Fafting, 
he enquired of the good Fathers what- nablc 
Exploits m Arms had been lately performed in 
their Neigbbouthood, and whether a Warrior 
might hope to find any Occafions there of fig- 
nalizing his Valour f 

*Tis certain, replied the Abbot, that many 
great and wonderf^il Adventures have been at- 

chieved in this Foreft, but as the Place, fo are 
the Adtions, obfcure, and hurled in Oblivion : 
However, if Honour be your Puifoit, the pre- 
fent time affords you a^ht Opportunity to ac- 
quire it ; the Danger, indeed, is great, but if 
. you fucceed eternal Fame will be your Re- 
ward. The young and beautiful Geneufa^ 
the Daughter of our King, is accufed by a 
Knight named Lurcanie, of having violated 
her Chaftity ; and it being provided by our 
5««i^ Laws, that. all Daniiels, ofwhatRank 
■ foever, who are publickly charged with In- 
continence, fhall iiifFcrtbePunifhrnentof Fire, 
iwilefe a Champion be found who' will under- 
take their Defence, and fight with the Ac- 
cufer. 

Ctiture^ 
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Gruura, in Confequence of this Law, has 
been adjudgea to die, and only a Month's 
Space allowed her to procure a Defender of 
her Life and Honour. The King, anxious 
for his Daughter's Safety, but more for her 
Reputation, hascaufed it to be proclaimed 
throughout his Doaiinions, that by whatever 
Perfon (provided his £irth be not abfolutely 
bafe} his Dau^ter Iball be delivered from the 
- Danger that threatens her, to him ihall th* 
Princefs be given in Marriage, with a Portlot 
luitable to her high Rank and Quality. 

This Enterprize, noble Stranger, is worthy 
your Youth, your Courage, ano Generodty : 
The Law of Arms requires all true Knights to 
undertake the Defence of injured and oppreSed 
Ladies ; and, finely, a fairer than Geneura ts 
not to be found from one Extremity of the 
Globe to the other j nor, if common Opinion 
may be relied on, a chaftcr. 

And is it pofltble, faid Rinaldo after a little 
Paule, that rfiis fair Princefs is condemned to 
die for having generoully rewarded the PaiGon 
of a faithful Lover ? Curfed be the Makers of 
fo hard a Law ; more curfed they that are in- 
fluenced by it. For me it matters not whether 
Gentura be juftly or unjuftly accufed ; what 
has been imputed to her as a Crime, were I 
her Judge, Ihe fhould be applauded for, had 
flie taken care to have avoided Difcovery ; 
and, as it is, I am refolvcd to defy her Accufer 
to Combat, and^ I tnift, Ihall be able to deliver 
her 
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her from the unjuft and cruel Fiuiilhmwt flie 

has been doomed to. 

The Abbot and Monks* overjqyed thaltky 
had procured a Champion for their Priiicef^ 
lavillied a thouland Praifes on Rinaldo for hif 
generous Defign ; and he, full of Impatience 
to begin the glorious Enterprize, being fuinllh- 
ed by his Hofts with a Guide, &tiout early lie 
next Mornlns for the Scott'Jh Court, leavinj 
the good Fathers charmed with his ■ Courage 
and Gallantry, and offering up repcateti Pray: 
ers to Heaven for his Succefs. 

As thw were purfiitng their Journey tbFoag& 
fiye-roads, for the greater Expedition, a Cry, 
as of f?me Perlbn in DKbels, rouzed all (bcir 
Attention. Inftamly Rirmlde clapped Spurs to 
his Horfe, and bendm£ his Courle towards tlie 
Place from whence the Noife proceeded, ht 
came to a deep Valley, furrounded with Trees, 
through the branches of which he perceived i 
young Maid ftrug^lng to free berfclf from the 
Hands of nvo Ruffians, who were attempting 
to murder her. Trajifportcd with Rage at this 
Sight, the generous Rinaldo flew to the Relief 
of the djfbefled Damfel ; his Appearance f* 
terrified the intended Murderers, that they left 
their Prey, and fled vrith the uCmoft Precipita- 
tion.

Fright, thanked her Deliverer with a Tranf- 

port of Joy and Gratitude, and was b^inning 

to acquaint him with the Story of her Misfor- 

tunesj 
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tunes, when he, who had not alighted, being 
eager to purfue his Journey, commaniled his 
Guide ta talce her up behind himj and as they 
travailed, having at leifmeohferved her Couti' 
tenance and Behaviour, he .was fo much ftnick 
with the Beauty of the one, and the foft and 
gentle Mode% of the other, that his Curiofity 
was awakened, and he became felicitous, to 
know by what means die had been broug^ inr 
to £> cruel a Situation. 

His Requeft beinz infbrced with kind Af- 
furances of future Prote^on, the DamicI, 
with a low Voice, and Eyes cafl down in a 
gracefiil Confulioii, began in this manner : 

Since you, my generous DelivcRTs lave 
cwnmancled m^to relate my Misfortunes, pre- 
pare to hear a Tale more fiiJtof Horror, an 
A3 of neater Villainy and B^enc^ than A' 
thins, Thibesf w Argot ever knew. Ah \ 'ti» 
no Wonder djat our barren Clime is curil wUb 
a tang Winter's ceafelcfs Rage, Pbasbta dtt 
dains to fhine upon a Land where bich inhu- 
man Crimes are perpetrated; Deeds black a 
Darkneis, and At to be cov«ed with everlaft- 
ing Night ; unhappy as I am, I boie but too 
great a Share in th^M I am going to relate. 

From my earlieft Youth I was brought up 
in the Palace with the Daughter of our King, 
honoured with a near Attendance on her Per- 
Ion, and happy in the Pol^Bion of her A^ 
fe^n )U)d Klieemt Long might I hare en- 
joyed diis delightful Situation } but Love (ah ! 
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that ever fo fwcet a Paflion Oiould prove the 
Source of fo much Mifery) Love interrupted 
my Tranquillity, fubiecElcd my whole Sou), 
SUM eave me up to Gutit, to Shame, and un> 
availing Penitence. 

The Duke of Mm vras the Subjeft of my 
Vii^in Wiflies, my Youth and Perfon pieafed 
him ; flcilled as he was in every deluding Art 
by which the falfe and the defigning Part of 
his Sex betray the unexperienced of ours, is it 
any Wonder that I was deceived ? Fond of 
believing what I wilhed, and judging of hit 
Paffion Dy my own, I yielded to bis Defircs, 
and vainly hoped this Sacriiic^ of my Honour ' 
would fecure to me for ever, the Pofle&n 
of bis Heaut. 

Our guil^ Commerce lafted fome Month!, 
during which time I ^ways received bis Vifits 
in a Summer Apartment t>eIonging to the Prin- 
ccfs my Miftrefs, into which, as it was now 
the moll rigid Seafon of the Year, ihe never 
entered ; and being alfo in a Part of the Palace 
little frequented, andthe Windows oppofite to 
fome ruined Houfes, my Lover could come 
diither unobferved, and by the Help of a filkoi 
Cord which I let down to bim, eafily alcend 
the Chamber. 

. All Senfe of Virtue being now fubdiied, and 
my whole Soul funk in a dearlethargickDream 
of Pieafure, I never once fufpeiied, that « 
my Paflion increafed, that of my Lover wis 
decrcafing : Ah! my too violent Love favour- 
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ed his Deceit, orfooni might have perceived' 
that he feigned much, and loved but little. 



At length, notwithl^nding my Prepoflef- 
£on, his Coldnefs became vinble ; I figh'd, I 
wept, I reproach'd, alas ! how unavailing are 
all Endeavours to revive a decaying Pa&on, 
&tiated by Polleffion, and cotiftant only to In* 
conAancy. 

Peljrujfi, (o was my &ithlds Lover named, 
UnguiQiea in fccret for the bright Geruura, my 
royal Miftrefs, I know not if this Paffion com- 
raenced before my Ruin was compleated, or 
whether tier more powerful Charms was the 
Caufe of his Infidelity ; but certain it is, that' 
relying on the fervent Love I bore him, he 
made no Scruple to confefs his Flame, even to 
me, urging me by all the Arguments his wick- 
eil Mind could fuggeft, to move the Heart of 
Gausra in his Favour. 

Ah ! my. Lord judge, if riiis cruel Man was- 
dear to me, ever folicitous to procure his Hap- 
pinefs, and/oolhedbyhis Affurances that Am-- 
bition was uie prevailing Motive of hi& Addrcfs 
to the Princefs, in which, if he fucceeded, he 
vowed to keep me ftill his, and that I fhould 
Share with her his Peifon and his Heart, I 
confented to all he propofed; and following 
his Inflru^ons, took all Opportuiuties of 
praifing him to my Mifkefs. 

The Duke oi Alban wa5 the conflant Subject 

of my Difcourfej I ext<dled his Valour his 

Gcncrofity, his illuftrious BttA, the manly 

Graces 
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Graces of hU Perfon, the mingled SweetiK& 
and Dignity of 'his Manrers; die chartning 
Theme tranfported me out of myfclf; widi 
mgcr Fleafure 1 ran orer oil his Virtues, dvnJt 
with Delight on cvtrj imputed Charm; fcarce 
could my Tongue keep Face with the over- 
flowuiEs of my lovcfick FanCT, fond of the 
dear Indulgence of talking m a peffonatcd 
Character of him I loved. 

But wheiii in 'Compliance with his Injunc-. 
tions, I ventured to infmuate his PsSion for 
her, then aily did I fpeak with Coldnc& 
and Rcilraint; flowly the unwilling Words 
found way, checked t^ my rifing Sighs, and 
I»efaced by my Blufbee. My Emotions could 
not have been hid from an intcrdVed Obfcrva- 
tion ; but the Princefs Wbs not only whoUj 
indifferent to Pefymjiy but indulged a fcott 
Faffion for the all-occomplilhed Ariwiant. 

This young Knight, an Italian by Birth, 
camewlth his Brother to the Court of ff a/JW, 
either in pur&iit nf Glory, orto tranfaftfiimefc- 
cret Bufmefs with the King. To the Graces of 
bis Form, than which Nature never made one 
more lovely, is added a Mind fraught widi- 
whatever is watc great and excellent in Man- 
kind; hisi Valour never yet found an equal in 
our Laitd; bis is the ftize at even- Toume- 
ment, his the foreiii*ft Honours of the FicH:

the Defender of our Country. 

The King, to whom he had indeared faJm-

Vffuvius sfrith more ardent FUmcs, than thofc 
which tile bright Eyes of our Princeft kindled ia 
Jie Heart of Ario^iU. 

I foon difcoverod that Gtntura approved, 
tncouraged and returned his Pailion j and beings 
Is you may eafily imagine, not greatly con- 
cerned at this Obftacle to the Defires of my 
ftithleis Duke, I acquainted him with all! 
Iwiew, and from the apparent Impoffibility of 
his ever futcecding in his Attempt, drew 
Arguments to induce him to give it over. 

PityHtffa, naturally haugh^ and vindictive, 
<Ouia not bear with Pattence, the Thoughts of 
Seingrcjefled for a Stranger. Every way, aa ' 
lie conceived, his Inferior ; Difdain, Shame, 
Rage, by turns, engrofled his Soul, and ba- 
nilhed thence every fofter Paflion ; his Ivove

obftinate Hatred, and he refolved to accomplish 
het ruin by the blaclcefl Treafon that ever was 
Conceived in the Heart of Man. 

His Scheme of Revenge concerted, in which 
I, alas \ tho* ignorantly, was to aiS the chiefeft 
Part, he o,ne Day accofted me with an Air 
more tender and afTet^ionate than ufual. 

My dear Daliitda, faid he, generous and 

kind as you have been to me, well may you 

think yourfelf injured by- my Inconltancy, 

but 
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but as Trees, you know, when cropt by the 
Pruner's Hand, (hoot out into frefli luxuriant 
Branches, fo on the Root of my Paffion for 
Geneuroy young fiudsof Fondncfi rife and all 
tile ripening Fruit is yours. 

. Nor do IJanguiOi fo much for the PoflelBon 
of Getieura's Beauties, as I Difdain to be thu« 
rqefled and contemned; and, left this Grief 
Ihould prey too forcibly on my Heart, do thou, 
my Fair, indulge my ficlt fancy with a kind 
Deceit, and in the Drefs of that too haughty 
Charmer, receive me to thy Arms. 

When the Princefs is retired to Bed, put on 
her Robes, adorn thee with her richeft Jewels, 
with her Girdle bind thy fwelling Bofom, let 

her f.'bronet glitter on thy beauteous Brow, 
and beneath it let thy Hair defceifd in graceful 
Curls like hers ; then, in her borrowea Fonn, 
attend my coming at the well-known Win- 
dow J thus ftiall my Pride be gratified, apd 
my capricious Fancy pleafed. 

Without refleiSing on the infidious Purport 
of this Requeft, I promifed to comply with it j 
and, for many fucceffive Nights, received him 
in the Habit he prefcribed. Having thus 
wrought mt to his Wifli, his wick^ Arts 
were next played off.on Jriodnnt. 

Before the Duke had any Knowledge of his

■indeed you arc my Superior; but the King's 
Favour is equally fliarcd betwixt us, and in 
the Heart of Gf/icura the Ad^'antagc is wholly 
mine. 

WhatErrorsdoes not Love Occafion? repli- 
ed the Duke-, each thinks himfeli' the happy 
JUbjetS of her Wifties, and yet 'tis certain that 
only one is loved; 'J"hus then let us decide th:; 
Conteft; he who can give the moli ecrtaio 

Vol. m. M Piojik 
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Proofs of her AiFc£tion ihall be left by the 
other in the free and undifturbed Poflcflion of 
it; but, Hrft, fet us bind ourfelves by the moft 
folemn Oaths not to difdofe each others Secret. 

To^isAriMfant, with trembling Impatience 
agreed, and the artful Dute went on in this 



'Tis now almoft five Months fince the 
beaudous Geneura, rewarded my ardent Love 
with' the Poffeflton of her Pcrfon; oft has the 
confcious Queen of Night lent me her fliade« 
to guide me to my Charmer and feen jne hap- 
py m her Arms. 

'Tisfalfe, by Heaven, mtemiptei Ariodanif 
tranfported with Rage ; not that cold Queen, 
whofe Name thou haft profaned, is chafter 
than my Gentura: Traitor, with my good 
Sword I'll prove thou lyeft, take Notice I ddy 
thee to mortal Combat, and will with (fay 
deareft Blood, wafh away the Slanders thou 
haft thrown upon my Princcfe. 

Moderate your Rage, faid the calm Villain, 
I mean to give you Proo&> convincing Pnx^, 
of what I nave faid, your own Eyes Ihall be 
■Witncfles of the Favours I enjoy. 

The unhappy Arhdafit,. pale, treiftbling, 
and loft in fpcechlcfs Grief and Horror jt 
thofe fatal Words, ftood for fome Moments 
lixed in racking Thought, like the fad Statue 
<# Defpair} then raifing his Eyes, ovcrflowine 
with 
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with Tears, to Heaven, andpaffionatelyftrik- 
ing his ' groaning fire^fl, '' and can It be, he 
cried^ that my Geneura, that Princcis whom 
I loved, Whom I adored, with fuch pure Re- 
verence as mortals pay to Deities, Should be- 
come the Prey of loofc Delires, and give her 
faithful Aritdant to Death? Oh! ' 'tis impof- 
iible, though a God fpoke it, lihodd fay t'werc 
felfe. 

Incredulous Man, faid Polynejfot have I not. 
cAered to give thee Proofs that cannot be de- 
nied? dijr£y»Jhall fee the Favours Qiebeftowi 



I take yoa at your Word, refumed Ariodant 
impatienuy, give me to behold her Guilt and 
I am fatisfyed. 

To morrow Night, faid the Dulce, I have 
la Appointment with her; I will candu^l you 
to a Place from whence, unperceived, you 
yourfelf fhaii Ijehold me afccnd her Chamber 
Window, andjudge by theRecfeptionIhe gives 
me, if I am happy in her Favour. 

To this the almoft diflrafled Ariadant con- 
fentcd ; and, at the appointed Time, followed 
the Dulce to thofe ruined Houfes I mentioned 
hefore, and there ftood concealed from View: 
Being doubtful of Polymjo's l«cntions he had 
ordered his Brother Lurcanio to arm and go

might be g.athered to what Place he was gone. 

LurfoniC) dreading the fatal Effet^s of his 

pefpair, was pierced to his inmoft Soul at the

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News of his Flight; the King and the whole 
Court took Part in his Affliction; no Methods 
were left untried to difcover where he was; 
Mcflengers were fent in fearch of him to die 
utm oft Extremities of the Kingdom: ButiU 
returned without any Succels, 

At length a Peafant cam« to Court, and at 
his Rcqueft was introduced to the Princef^ 
who intbrmcd her, that as he was travelling to 
the City he met jfrUdant; that this unhappy 
Knight obliged him to follow him and he Wit- 
nefs of an Ait he was gsing to perfbrmj that 
obeying his Orders they journeyed on together 
till they came to a lleep Kock that hung pendant 
over the Sea, fronting the Iri/b Illand. 

jfriedant, faid the Peafant, afcending tbii 
Rock commanded mc to obfcrve well what he 
did, to give you an Account of it, and tell ym 
his laft Words ; which were, that he had leen 
too much: Then fpringing furioufly from the 
top of the Rock, he precipitated himfelf into 
-the Sea. Terrified at the dreadful Sight, I 
haftily turned back, and travelled hither to bring 
you the fetal News. 

Geneum, overwhelmed with Grief and 
Amazement for the Death of her Lover, aitd 
the Itrange Melli^e he had fent her, abandon- 
ed herfelf to the moft violent ExceJIcs of De- 
fpair; ihe beat her beautious Bofom, tore her 
Hair, andinthe wildnefsof her Woe, athou- 
fand Times invvked the dear loved Name of 
Aritdaity 
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Ariodant ; repeated the myfterious Words he 
uttered, and as often called on Death to end 

her. 

The News of his Death, with the fad "" 
Manner of it) fpread Grief and Confternation 
through the whole City; even the remoteft 
Parts of Scotland felt and lamented the lofs of 
their valiant Defender ; the King and the whole 
Court bewailed hislofs with the fincereft Sor- 
row; hut LurcanU, fuperior in Grief, as more 
nearly intcrefted in the dear deceafcd, mourn- 
ed his unhappy Brother with all the tendernefs 
ef fraternal Love, and all the warmth of 
Friendlhip. 

Rcvolvirig in his Mind the fatal Ad- 
venture of the Window, which had been 
the Caufe of his Brother's Diilraftion ; the 
Defire and Hope of Revenge afforded fome 
Relief to the poignancy of his Woe, and ob- 
ftinately bent to facrifidc the Princefs to the 
Mams ofhi&^riedant, he prefented himfelf be- ~ 
fcre the King and Council, and accufed her of 
Incontinence, relating all that Ariodant and 
he had feen, and the fata] EfFedts it had upon 
him J he rfien reminded the King of the Seottijh 
Laws againft unchaftity> and loudly demanded' ' 
Juftice on the Princefs. 

Horror and Amazement feized the Soul of 
the unhappy Father; Centura tho' dearer to 
him than Life, tho' innocent in his Opinion, 
he has not Power to fcreen from the Danger 
that threatens her ; the Laws indeed permit 
M 4 the 
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the accufcd to have a Champion to fight in hei 
13(feiice; by whom, if the Profecutcr (who is 
ohiigcd to maintain by Force of Anns the 
Truth of his Ailcrtion) is \yor{led,lhe is declared 
guiltlcls of the Ciimee laid to her Charge. 

To this only Remedy the Kinghas Recourie, 
znA caufes it to be proclaimed throughout his 
Dominions, that if any Knight of noble Birth 
will undertake the Defence of his Daughter, 
and by Force of Arms (hall vaiiquilh her Ac- 
cufer, on him lie will beftow the Princels, 
i^ith a Dower fuitable to her Quality. 

NotwithftandingthisProcIamationno Knight 
has yet offered himfelf for the Enterprize, 
deterred therefrom by the known Valour of 
Lureanio; the King, no lefs anxious for (?«(- . 
'vra'f, Reputation tlian her Life, caufed all her 
Maids to be brought to a Tryal, who with 
one Voice declared they never were privy lo 
any Intrigue of their royal Miftrcfs. 

Alarmed at thefc Proceedings, and dreading 
ihe Confi^qucnce of a further Scrutiny, I urged 
ihe Duke to take feme Mcafurcs for our com- 
mon Security, he, with diiTcmbledKindnefs, 
praifed my Secrecy and Afleiftion, and fenJ 
iwo Men to condufl me to a Caftle of his at a 
great Diftance from the Court. 

Whollyrelying on his Faith, I put myielf un- 

c'er the ProteiSion of thofe two Villains, whom 

■the Duke, defirous of removing for ever the 

only Pcrion who could difcover .his Guilti 

ordered 
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ordered when they came to a convenient Place 
to murder me ; happily for me Chance condaiS- 
ed you that Way; you delivered me -from my 
■impending Fate, and while it fliall pleafe 
Heaven to preferve my unhappy Life, it ftiall 
be fpent in grateful Acknowledgments to my 
Proteaor. 

This Account of Gmeurd% Innocence was 
extreamly welcome to Rhmldo ; for tho' con- 
fiding in his own Courage he was not without 
Hopes of delivering her, guilty as flie appeared ; 
yet the certainty that he was going to fight in 
a juft Caufe, animated him with double Fires, 
and gave him almoft a Confirmation of Victory. 

Now clapping Spurs to his Horfe he rode on ■ 
■with fuch eager Hafte, that the noble Town 
of St. Andrews foon appeared in View. There 
the Combat was to, be performed, the Guards 
had already furrounded the Lifts, the Chal- 
lengers Trumpet had founded, and the unhap- 
py King, pale, trembling, and full of eager 
Anxiety, liftened with a beating Heart, and 
fear-checked Wifhes for an accepting Anfwer. 

Mean time Rinaldo^ having left the fright- 
ed Dalinda at an Inn, with repeated Aflu- 
rances of gaining her Pardon, in calc he van- 
quifhed the Princefs's Accufer, advanced to- 
wards theCity-gate : Here he was met by a 
young Page, who informed him that an un- 
known Knight, clad alt in fable Armour, was 
arrived ; that he had demanded the Combat 
with LaffOttio, and declared he would dii?, or 
' Ms fr?e 
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free the Fnncds fiom her ignominious Sert- 

tence. 

Rinaldat impatient to unfold the Mylleiy^ 
thundered at the City- gates, which being open* 
ed, he rode eagerly to the Lifts ; there behold- 
ing the Combatants engaged, he forced his 
Way through the Prefs, and crying aloud that 
they Ihould ceafe the Fight, demanded an ia- 
Aant Audience of the Kuig. 

The MaHhals of the Field thereupon parted 
the two Champions, and Rinoldo was imme- 
diately condiifled to the King ; to whom he 
related the whole Story oi Pilynejfo's Treache- 
ry, as be had received it from Dalinda -, adding 
that he would prove the Truth of it by Force 
' of Arms, and begged he might be allowed to- 
defy the Traitor Duke to fingle Combat. 

The noble Form of Rtnaldt, but chiefly 
the pleafmg Purport of his Speech^ gained him 

abfolute Credit with the King. Scarce could 
the raptur'd Parent reftrain the wild Exulting! 
of his Joy at this Confirmation of his Gtntu- 
ra's Innocence s dearer than Life or Empire 
was Ihe loved by him, and freely would he 
have facrificed both to fkve her Honour : He 
hefitatcd therefore not a Moment in permittii^ 
the retjuefted Combat, but ordered Duke Pely- 
nejfo to be called. 

He, by hi; OiGce of High Conilable, hxvt- 

ing the ordering of the Combat, was riding 

proudly abgut me Field, exulting in his fuc- 

celsfiiJ 
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ccr^ful' TreaTon, and anticipating, in his own 
Mind, the Ruin of the fairand injured G^warff, 
ignorant thougli he was of the Defign of this 
Suininons, yet coward Guilt fuggefting the 
worft he had to fear, with a difordeffcd Air, 
and Eyes expreffive of the various Apprehcn- 
fions that ftruck his confcious Soul, he met the 
reproachful Looic of his King, and the fieroc. 
Glances of Rinaitie. 

That noble Warrior repeating in a few 
Words the Treafons he had been guilty of, 
challenged him to the Field ; Potyneffo denied 
the Accufation, but accepting the proferred 
-Combat, becaufe he could not avoid it, retired 
to arm himfelf, while Rinaldo, fraught with 
die pious Prayers and BlelTings of the King, 
entered the Lifts, and ordered nis Trumpet to 
found. 

At the third Blafl the Dulce appeared, pale 
Terror and Difmay were piflured in his Face, 
his tainting Heart throbbed with the confcious 
Pangs of Guilt, and Horrors of impending 
Fate i confufed, diftradted, not knowing what 
he did, he darted forwards at the Signal given 
to begin die Fight j but his weak Lance, ill- 
guided by his trembling hand, fell harmlefs to 
the Ground. 

Not fo the great Ritialda ; he, with calm^ 
Courage, and Brave, 7ct unaiTuniing Con- 
fidence, meditated the Wound, and rifmg alt 
collected to the Blow, threw his famed Lance 
with fuch unemng Skill and Force, that it 
M 6 pierced 
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pierced quite through the Armour of Pefynip 
ajid bid its fual Point within his Side. 

The Traitor fell, ^/mA/o eagerly difmount- 
ed and approaching him unlaced his Helmet. 
With faint low Voice he called for Mercy, 
and thinking to deferve it, confefled unafked 
the"Wrong he had been guilty of to Gentura; 
then as if Life had been only lent him till he 
had cleared her Innocence, fcarce had he ut- 
tered another Prayer for Mercy, but Death 
fuppreft the coward Supplication, andbelaya 
■brcathlffi Coarfe at the Feet rf Rinaldo. 

The People tranfported with Joy that their 
Princcfs was not only delivered from Death, 
but rcftored to her former fanflity of Charac- 
ter, made the Air relbund with their Accla- 
mations. 

' ^roff/ab being conJuflcd to the King, untied 
the Beaver of his Helmet, and was immediately 
Itnown to be that famous^Knight oi Italy, whofe 
noble Exploits were noifed over all the habitable 

World. 

The King embraced him in 2 rapture of 
Joy and Gratitude; the NoMes crouded round 
the Deliverer of their Princefs, loaded him with 
Bleffings, and ftrove to exceed each other in 
Praifes of his invincible Valour. 

Thcfe Congratulations over, all Eyes were 
turned upon the unknown Knight in black 
Armour, who ba4 lb generouAy und^taken 
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Ae Defence of Geneura againft her Accufer 
Lurcania ; penfive he flood during the Fight 
between Polynejfa and Rinaldo, his Eyes fixed 
upon the Combatants, with eager Attention 
he had- Itflened to the dying Words of the 
treacherous Ouke, and -while the Multitude 
in loud fliouts expreffed their Joy, and the 
King and Court were paying Honours to the 
glorious Viftor, he flood apart from the Throng, 
abforbed in Thought, and wholly, infeRfible t^ 
the Tumult around him. 

TTie King caufed him to be conduiSed to his 
Prefence, and acknowledging himfelf greatly 
obliged to his generous Intention, prefled him 
to let him know in what manner he could re- 
pay the Obligation. 

The Knight made no Anfwer, but bowing 
low, and throwing off" his Helmet, the King 
and Court, with the utmoflAftoniihment, be- 
held the lovely Face of j/r/flii7«?; Wonder and 
Joy kept them all filent for a while ; at length 
the King, recovering from his Surprize, clajp'd 
the young Warrior to his Breaft with a tender 
Kmbrace :

Ariodant knowing the King was acquainted 
witK the whole Story of his Love, replied 
without Refcrve : 

The Peafant, my Lord, whom I detained 
to be a Witnefs of the fad Effcfis of my Defpair, 
and to bring the News of it to the Princefs, in- 
formed her truly that I caft myfelf from the 
Rock into the Sea, but that natural Repug- 
nance we have all to Death, when near, how 
ever we may defpife its Terrors at a Diftatw:e» 
impelled me, involuntarily, to ufe Meafures 
to preferve a Life which a Moment before I 
had been fo delirous of lofmg. 

As foon as I rofe aeain upon the Surface of 
the Waves, I applieamyfelf to fwimming, at 
which I was very expert, and foon reached the 
neighbouring Shore, faint, weary, and almoft 
breathlefs I threw myfelf down amidll the 
Rufhes, and was found in this Condition by an 
ancient Hermit^ whofe Cell was at a fmall 
Diftance. 

Thither he condu<5ted me, aJid in a few Days 
his charitable Cares reftored me to mv Strength ; 
but alas ! my Mind was tortur'd ftit) with va- 
rious PafGons j T^ve, Hate, Dcfpair, and ea- 
ger Thirft of Vengeance, by Turns poSelled 
me i in vain I foiieht to banish the Idea olGt- 
tuura from my Soul, it flill returrud with 
double Forces, nor CQuId her InfideUty, of 
which> 
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which} miftalccn Wretch diatl was, I thought 
I bad fuch convincing' Proo^, weaken the- 
Power of her reiiftle& Chamu. 

Thus languiflung, with a curelcTs Wound, 
I heard the News of her Accu&tion by my 
Brother, and the Danger to which her Life 
and Honour were expoled : At that Moment, 
forgetting the Injuries I had fuffered, infenfible 
to-all the Tyes of Con&nguinity and Frlend- 
Ihip, and only foHcitous for her Safety, I de- 
termined to fight with my Brother in her De- 
' fence, pleafmg myfclf with the Thought, that 
if I did not free her, I Ihould at left have the 
Satisfaif^ion of dying in her Caufe, and there- 
by proving how much Superior to Palyntjfo was 
my Love, who diough favoured as he was by 
hei he wanted Courage to defend her. 

Having provided mylelf with Armour that 
might efte^ually conceal me, I came hither, 
fullof FuryagainftmyBrother, whomlcould 
not but confider as ray worft Enemy, ftnce he 
was the Accufer of theftill adored Geneura^ 

The Arrival of the brave Rinaldo happily 
prevented the Continuance of a Combat, which 
muft have ended in the Death of one Brother, 
and eternal RemoHe to the other. 

With Joy I behold the Princeft delivered 
from the ignominious Death with which fhe 
wasthreat«nc'd; butoh! with far more Rapture 
do I congratulate your Maje% on this Dif- 
coveiy of her Innocence : nappy Rjnalds, to 

if 
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be at once the Defender of her Life, and Re- 
ftorer of her Honour : As for inc I fouoht only 
to preferve her from Death ; and if that was 
denied me, to have the Satisfaflioo, at leaft, 
of dying in her Defence, by the Hand of a 
Friend and Brother. 

The King who loved him before for his 
Virtues, was fo charmed with this generous 
Proof of his Paffion for his Daughter, that he 
eafily yielded to the Solicitations of Rinaldn 
and the Noblemen of his Court, to beftow the 
Princcfs on fo feithful a Lover; and endowing 
her with the Dutchy oi Alhmia, which, on 
Palyneffo't Deccafe, reverted to the Crown, he 
gave her Hand to Ariadant in the Prefcnce of 
flie whole Court, and the Nuptials were foon' 
after celebrated with the utmoft Magnificence. 

Rinaldo having obtained Dalinda's Pardon, 
who retired into a Monaftcry, took leave of 
the King and happy Lovers, and purfued his

gerly in a Scheme propofed by his wicked Con- 
hdent Barachie, to break off the intended 
Marriage. 

Borachio te\is him diat a Year fince, when 
they were laft at Mefftna^ he had gained the 
Favcui of Margarit one pf Hers s waiting 
Women; that it would be therefore eafy for 
him to perfuade Margaret to perfonateher 
Miftrefs Hero^ an4 tallf to him from her 
Chamber Window, Do you, fays he to Don 
"JohHy tell the Prince and Claudia that the 
Daughter of Leenate is a bafe Wanton, that 
ihe is engaged in a criminal Inlugu* with one 
of your Servants, and to prove that diis Accui- 
fation is not meer Calumny, bring them M» 
convenient, Place where they may hear all our 
Converfacion, which Ihall be wholly calculated 
to ruin the Reputation oi Hen ; the Plot thus 
laid, Don John departs, to learn as he fays, the 
Day of Marriage. 

In the mean Time the Governor, Don 
PedrBy Claudia and Herey, form . an innocent 
Stratagem to make Beiudiil and Beatrice 
Leonalo's Niece In I>ovewith each other, which, 
fucceeds. Don Jehn tells his Brodier and 
Claudie that H"~o is a Strumpet, which they 
not immediately crediting, he offers to conduct 
them to a Place where iney fliall be Witneffes 
of an Aflignation between her and his Servant 
Btrsfhioi Cj^Wi0 hereupon declares that if he 
find& 
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finds her dilhooomed> be willdiTgrxce-hcrthe 
next Day in Church by refuliog to marry her, 
and publicly affigning the Caule of his RefuiaL 

The next Mcning they meet at Church; 
the Prieft is going to begin the Ceremony 
when Claudia, who had been elleifHialty im- 
pofed upon by Margnret's perfonating her 
MiArefs, taxes Hen with incontinence, and 
reiufes to give his Hand to (as he calls) her 
" an approved Wanton." The Prince adds 
that himfelf^ his Brother and Count GaM^tH, 
had heard her thelall Night hold IhamefulCon- 
verfe with a loofe Ruffian, from her Chamber 
Window. 

The unhappy Father,OTerwhetme(l with Gritf 
and Shamci reproaches his Daughter with bar 
Guilt; Oie faints; the Prince, Claudia, and 
the Baftard Don Jshn, go out; the Friar 
having obferved Hero's Loolu and Behaviour 
with great Attention, dedaies it to be his O- 
pinion that Oie is Innocent, advifes Leanala to 
give it out that fhe is deiid> and patiently 
cxpea the UTue. 

Don Pedro and Claudia afterwards paJEne 
through the Street meet Barachio and Conrad 
inthe Cuflodyof fome Conftables'j Don P(dro 
aflts for what Caufe his Brother's Servants 
were thus guarded P Borachio confelTes the 
Trcafons he had practiced aMinft Hero for the 
Sake of a Bribe given him by Don Jshn, which 
^ving told in Con&leBce to his Friend had 
been. 
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been overheard by the Watch, and occafioncd 

their being taken into Cuftody. 

Claudia now paffionately laments the Death 
of the injured Heroy Lttnato to whom the 
whole Plot had beea related by the Sexton, 
enters and reproaches Claudia with his caiy 
Credulity. Claudia profefles his Sorrow for 
what is pai)-, and oflers to fattsfy him for the 
Part he had in the Death of his Daughter, by 
fulFering any Penahce he {hall impofe upon 
him. 

Ltonata tlien dellres him to vitit his Daugh- 
ter's Tomb, hang an Epitaph of bis own com- 
pofing upon it, Hng it to her Bones that Nighty 
and the next Morning marry his Broths An- 
tonio's Daughter, who. Hero being dead, was 
Heiiefs to l£c PoflelEons of them Iroth. 

Claudia readily agrees to all, and after per- 
forming the Ceremony of ftnging his own 
Verfes at the Tomb of Htrs^ repairs to L<o- 
nato's Houfe; there Hera is preiented to him 
in a Mafque as the Daughter of Antonio ; and 
being alked if he perfifled in his Refolution of 
marrying, to which he anfwers in the Affirm- 
ative, £&unmafques and difcovers herfeJf to 
he Hera. 

Benedick i^enhamoMtoMiiy tAxLTain^^atrice, 
both Marriages are agreed upon, and Don ^aAw 
who had fled upon News that his Treacheiy 
had been difcovered, is taken and brought back 
to Mejftna to receive his Puiulhment.

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This Fable, abfurd and ridiculous as it iS) 
was drawn from the foregoing Story oiGentu- 
ra, in Ariefto's Orlando Furiofo, a Fidlion, 
ii^ich as it is managed by the Epic Poet, is 
neither improbable nor unnatural ; but hj 
Shaiefpear mangled and defaced, full of Incon- 
fiftencies, Contradiflions, and Blunders, The 
defaming a Lady, by means of her Servant pcr- 
fonating her at her Chamber- window, is the 
Subject puriiied by both. 

Shakefpear, by changing the Perfons, alter- 
ing feme of the Circumftances, and inventing 
ttdicrs, has made the whole an improbable Con- 
trivance, borrowed juft enough to fliew his Pov 
verty of Invention, and added enough to prove 
bis want of Judgmeut. 

The Scheme for ruining the Lady in-the O- 
riginal, is formed and executed by a rejetfled 
Lover, who fees a Rival, his inferior in Rank 
and Fortune, preferred before him, and lofes 
at once the Objedi of his Wiflies, and the Pro- 
fpe^of increafed Honours, by that Preference, 
Ambition, and the Defirc of Revenge, are 
. Palfions ftrong enough in a Mind not very 
virtuous, to produce Ails of Bafenels and 
Villainy. Polynejfo, urged by thofe powerful 
Incentives, contrives to blacken Geneura's 
Fame, which produces a Separation betvreen 
her and her Lover, and prevents a Stranger 
■from marrying this Princefs, and confequently 
enjoying tholc Honours, he fo ardently defired 
himfclf. 

Don 
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Don Jtbitf in the Play, is a Villain merelf 
tliroi^h the Love of Villainy, and having en- 
tertained a capricious Diflike to C^nu^'e, dofes 
«agerly with his tonfident's horrid Scheme ftit 
breaking off his Marriage with Hero. 

To prevent the multipljing Aich outrageoufly 
wicked, and therefore unnatural Charaders, 
Don "Jahn himlelf might have been the Pro- 
pofer of that black Contrivance againft the in- 
nocent /irrff, all d Bcrachio, for the fake of the 
thoilfand Ducats that was afterwards given him 
by Don yahn, be induced to execute it : But 
berk we have two Villains equally bad, both 
governed by the fame deteftaUe Principles, 
3<Eting upon the fame Motives, and fuch a per- ' 
fefl Parity in their Manners, that they are 
only dillinguilhed from each other by theii 
Names. 

When Berachia tells Don John to go to hit 
£rotlier,. in& maintain confi&ntly that Hen it 
a loofc Wanton, Don yahi aflfs what Proof 
he ihall make of that ? *< Proof enough, lays 
the other, to mifufe the Prince, vex Claadit, 
undo H^ra, and kill Ltenato, look you for any i 
other Iffue?" | 

Claudie only is the Objcft of Don JAdi • 
Hatred, yet the chief Force of rhe intetkded ; 
Injury is to fall on Hero and Lesnata her Father, 
towards whom he has no Malice ; and he is 
^ade to engage in this wicked Enterprize, to 
procure the Ruin and Death of two Perfonshe 
hatct

lutes not, to give a Httle Vexation to one he 
does. Thefc Abfurdities have their Rife from 
the injudicious Change of the Charaflers. The 
Contrivance to flander Hero is not leis ridicu- 
lous ; and this alfo is occafioncd by the Poet's 
having deviated from the Original to introduce 
his oWn-wild Conceits. 

Borachio tells Don Johriy that he is highly fer 
voured by Margaret, Hero's waiting Woman ; 
that he will pcrfuade her to drefs in her Lady's 
Cloaths, alTume her KamC) and tatlc to him 
out of her Chamber-window, all which Don 
Pedro and Ckut&o being Witnefles of, would 
«fFei5lualIy convince them that Hert was diiho- 
^loured. 

But BoKachio does not acquaint Don yof^nf 
and through him the Audience, what Colour 
he will give to this ftrangc Re'queft, in order 
to induce Margaret to grant it : Margaret is 
ali along reprcfenred as faithful to her Miftrefsj 
it vras not likely Ihe would engage in a F.lot 
that feemed to have a Tendency to ruin Hera's 
deputation, unlets {he had been impofed on by 
fome very plaufible Pretences, what thofe Pre- 
tences were we are left to guefs, which is in- 
deed fo difficult to do, that wc muft reafonably 
Juppofe the Poet himfelf was as much at a Lois 
here as his Readers, and equally incapable of 
iolving the difficulty he had raifed. 

That Borachio fliould be the fufpefled Gal- 
lant of Herff) is a Cireumftance alio highly 
improbable. Borachio, a, mean Dependant on 
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3 Man whole Vices had made him the Objcfl 
of univerfal Hatred and Contempt, a Stranger 
almoll in Meffina, and, as well on Account of 

the Meannefs of his Situation, as the Profli- 
gacy of his Manners, excluded from any Ac- 
quaintance with a Lady of Hero's Quali^, 

Yet how eafily does -Don Pedre the Friend, 
and Claudia the Lover of the Lady, fwallow 

this grofs Scandal, that miA even derive Im- 
probability from the Perfon who utters it ; for 
he is neither an honeft Man nor a Friend of 
Claudia, who is thus folicltous to prevent his 
diihonouring himfelf by marrying a bad Wo- 
man, but a Wretch- noted for his Propenfity to 
all Kinds of Mifchief and Villainy, an-invefe- 
rate Hater of Claudia, and but a little while be- 
fore at open Enmity with Don Pedro his Bro- 
ther. 

Surely thefc Circumftances were fufficientto 
make the Prince and Claudia doubt the Tnith 
6f this Story, which the Charaifter of the Tel- 
ler confidered, as vrellasthe Improbability of 
the FaiSls, feemedmuch more Hkcly to be con- 
trived to produce Mifchief than prevent it. 

The Proof Don yaiw offers them in fuppoit 
of his Aflertion, could have no Weight with 
Minds Icfs ftupidly credulous than theirs; thej 
are to'belhewn Hfro talking to her Gallant 
Baracbia out- of her Chamber window, very 
unlikely that Hera fhould be fo imprudent, 
as the Nie;ht before her intended _Marri^, 
to have an AiTignation with a Gallant inb 
publick 
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publick a Place ; but tlicir own Eyes and Ears 
are to be Witneffcsof tiiis Conference; ftrong 
Evidence indeed ifit be rcaly Hero that they 
fee and hear; but if it be only Margaret dreft 
in her Ladies Cloaths, with fuch powerful 
" Reafons as they had before to believe thewhole 
a Fiction, how could this grofs Fallacy impofe 
upon them. 

We are not told that Margaret was fo very 
like her Lady, that in the facnc Cloaths they 
could not be diftinguiflied from each other j 
their Eyes are to be deceived by her Drcfs, but 
how if her Face happens, as certainly was the 
Cafe, not to be exadtly like Hero's, it cannot 
be pretended that it was fo dark that they could 
riot diflinguifli herFeatu(e3. The fame' Degree 
of Light that Ihewed her Cloaths to beHero'i 
would difcoverthc Face to be Margarifs, 

Let it be granted, however, that their Sight 
was deceived (though, all Things confidered, 
it is not poflible to conceive- how) yet as they 
heard plainly all the Difcourfe that pafled be- 
tween the Counterfeit Hero and her Lover, 
why did not the Voice of Margaret difcover 
the Cheat? Strange Abfurdity t Let us fee how 
the Original has provided againft all thefe Ob- 
jections. 

The Duke of Albany who Is fecretly in love 
with the Princefs Geneura, having feduccd a 
young Maid that attended on her Perfon, pre- 
vailed upon her, by extravagant Pronwfes, that 
were contrived to plesfe at once her Ambition.

PaljHeJo- having fucccedcd thus far, re- 
pK>eches Arhiortt with bis breach of Friend- 
i)^ in addreffing f>^nn(n7, of whoie AfTedtioss 
he was in-ab&lutr PoUcffion; Jrisdata inlifts 
Aat himfelf is the favoured Lover, the Duke 
to-c0m*ince-him of tliecontraiy, condudshim 
to a Place from whence he could fee him af- 
ccnd the PrincelTes Chamber.

brouzht to pene3ion, nor is die unravelling of 
it Ic^ happily imagined. 

Borachia having received his prom ifed Ducats 
from Don Jehny the Moment after his Con- 
ference with Marpiret was ended, meets an 
Acquaintance of his, named Canradt, in the 
Street, to whom he is impatient to coiiuniiiu- 
cate his good Luclc. 

'Tis true the Secret is of Importance, and 
If known, endangers his Life; the Place alfo is 
very improper for fuch a Converfation, being 
the Street, and near i«n(rt<j's Houfe, where the 
Scene of his Treachery had been a<51ed ; add to 
this that the Rain obliges them to fl^nd clofe up 
to the Door, which cxpofes them to the In- 
convenience of having even their Whifpers 
overheard, if any one was near it; Yet fuch is 
Serachio's cxtream eagernefs to tell his wicked 
Exploit, that he never thinks of carrying bis 
Friend to his own Lodgings, where he may 
boafl in Safety, but in a ramy Night Hands in 
the Street, clofe to the Door of the Man whofc 
Daughter he had injured, and there at his lei- 
fure relates the whole treacherous Contrivance.

^ScSt the Readers either with Pity or Surprize, 
fince they arc let into the Secret b<£}r<JlBnd:

King of the B r i t a i n 5.. 

From HoUngjhei^s- Chronicle.- 

« T EIR tJie Son o{ BaUub, was admit- 

. f J ted Ruler.over the Britains, in the Year 
of the World 3105. At what Time 
Jaas reigned as yet in Juda. This Ltir was 
a Prince of noble Demeanor, governing his 
Land and Subje<£h in great Wealth. U^ made 
the Town of Cairkir now QaMed Lekejlery 
which ihuidcth upontlic Riverof'i'frA Itis 
writ 
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■writ that he had by his Wife three Daughters, 
without other Ifliie, whofe Name's, were, Go- 
UariHa, Rtgait and CardUla, whidi Dai^tejfs 
he greatly loved, but efpecially the ywngeft, 
Csrdilhi far above the two Elder. 

When this Leir was come to great Years, 
and began to wear unweildy . through Age, he 
tJiought to under^bnil . the Affedtions of his 
Daughters towards him, and prefer her whom 
he befl loved, to-the SuccelHon of the King- 
^am: Therefore, he firft aflced Gmorifie the 
4^deft, , how irell llie Jpved hjpi : the ^hicli 
calling her Gods to record, protelted that Oie 
loved nim more than her own Life, which by 
Right and Reafon ihould be moft dear unto 
her, with which Anfwcr the Father being 
weU pleaicd, turned to the fecond and demand- 
ed of her, fiow^ well ihe loved him T which 
anfwtrcd (confirming her Sayings with great 
Oaths] that flic loved him more than Tongue 
can exprefs. and fai above all other Creatures 
■in the World. ' ' ~ '■ 

Then called he his youngeft Daughter 
Cirdi^h^mt l)in\, and alVed of her what ac- 
compt flie made of him : Unto whom fhe made 
th(3> Anfi^er as folloi^eth: KnQwing thegr^t 
Lovej and fatlierly Zeal you have always borne 
towards me (for the wnich^ that \ may not 
anfwer you otherwife than I think, and as my 
Confcience leadeth me) I protell to you, thit 
I have always loved you, and ffiall continually 
while I live, love you as my natural Father, 
swd if you woulfl ti)oip iuiderflan4 of the f^ove 
■ " that 
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that I bear you, aflcrtayn jourielf, that fp 
much as you have, fo much you are wortiij 
and lo much I love you, and no more. 

: The Fadwr being nothing content with dii» 
AidWer, married tne two cldcft Daughters^ 
die one unto the Duke of Camwall named 
Hmminut) Snd the other ujito the Duke of 
Jiknia called 'Afeghnas, and hetWtxt them 
after his Death, he willed and ordained his 
Land lliould be divided, ^nd the one half 
Aereof fhouM be immcmately affigned unto 
Ihem in Hutdi but fer the third Daughter 
CerMlht he referved nothing. 

Yet it fortuned that one of the Princes of 
Gallia (which now is called France) whofc 
Name was AganippttSt hearlrtg of the Beauty, 
Womanhood and good Conditions of the fayd 
Corolla, deRred to have her in Marriage, and 
fent oVcT to her Father, requiring mat he 
might have her to Wife, to whom Anfwer wa3 
made that he might have his Daughter; but for 
any Dowry he could have none, for all was 
{kromifed and afltired to her other Sifters already. 

Aganippus, notwithfliinding this AoTwer.of 
Denyall (o receive any Thin|: DV way of Dower 
with CordiUa, took her to Wrfe, on^ moved: 
thereto (I fey) for rcfpeift ofherPerfon and 
amiable Virtues. This /fgani^us was one 
rf the twrive-Kings that v^td Gallia in thcftr 
Days, as in the Britifi Hiftory it ia recorded. 
But to proceed, after that Lelr was fallen into 
Age, thetwoDukes, that had mstried his two 
N 6 eldeft 
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eldeft Daughters, thinlcing it long ere the 
Government of, the Land did come to their 
Hands, »iQic againfl him in Armour, and idt 
from him the Governance of the Land, upon 
Condiuons to be continued. for tearme of Life: 
By the which he was put to his Portion, that 
is, to live after a Rate alGgned to him for the 
Maintenance of his Eftate, which in procefs 
of Time was diminifhed as well hy J^aglienuit 
as by Htminius,. 

But the greateft Giief that Z,«fr took, was 
to fee the ynkindnefs of his Daughters, who 
fcemed to think that all was too much which 
their Father had. The fame being never fo 
little, in fo much that going from the one to 
the other, he was brought to that Mifery, thet 
th^ would allow him only one Servant to 
watt upon him. In the End fuch was th« un- 
IcindneTs, or as I may fa}C, the unnaturaln«& 
which he found in his two Daughters, notwith- 
ftanding their, fair and ^eafant Words uttered 
in Time pafl', that being conftrained of Necaf- 
fity, he fled the Land and failed into Galiia^ 
there to feeic fon^e Comfort of his youngeft 
Daughter Ciri^//^, whom before he hated ^ 

The Lady CerdeiUa hearing be was arrived 
. in poor Eflatc, flie firft fent to htm privately a 
Sumof Money to apparel himfelfwithatl, and 
to retain a certain Number of Scrvanis, that 
might attend iqH>n him in honorable Wife, a* 
appetteyned to the Eflate which he had borne. 
And then fo accompanyed, fhe appointed him 
to come to the Court, which he did, and was. 
lb 
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To joyfully, honorably and lovingly receiveJ, 
both by his Son in Law Aganippus, and alfo 
by his Daughter C[irrf«7/tf, that his Heart was 
greatly comforted : For he was no left honour- 
ed, than if he had been King of the whole 
Country hlmfelf. Alfo after that, he had in- 
formed his Son in Law, and his Daughter, in 
what fort he had been ufed by his other Daugh- 
ters. Aganipfus caufed a mighty Army to be 
put in readinefs, and lllcewife a great Navy of 
Ships to be rigged to pafs over into Britain^ 
with ie/r his Father in Law, to fee him again 
reftored to his Kingdom. . 

It was accorded that CerdeiUa (houM alio go» 
with him to take Poffeffion of the Land, the 
■which he promifed to leave unto her, as his 
rightful- Inheritour after his Dcceafc, notwith- 
' Handing any former Grants made unto her 
Siilers, or unto their Huibands, in any Manner 
of wife, hereupon when this Army and Navy 
of Ships were ready, Leir and his Daughter 
Cardeilla with her Hufband took the Sea, and 
arcivtng in Britain, fought with their Enemtef, 
and diicomfitted them in Battle, in the which 
Maglanus and Henninus were flain, and then 
was Leir }e)lorcd to his Kingdom, which he 
ruled after this b)' the Space of two Yeits, and 
then diet, forty Years after he firft h.gan to 
reign: His Body was buried at Letcefter, in a 
Vault under the Channel of the River i^sr*, 
beneath the Town."

Then addrelHng himrdf in a particularry 
tender Manner to Cerdrlia, his youngeft 
Daughter, he aiks her what fhe has to fay, to 
draw a Dowry more opulent than her Sifters. 
Csrdelia tells him. Nothing ; the King fuifiri- 
fed bids her fpeak again, file with a mod^ft 
plainners replies : That flie loves him as a du- 
tiful Child ought to love an indulgent. Fadier^. 
jieither more nor lefs. 

The King enraged at this Speech, bids her 
avoid his Prefence, declarts that he will baniih 
her for ever from his Heart, and divides that 
Portionof his Kingdom, which hehaddefign'd 
for her, between her two Sifters.

Gctteril and Regan foon giow weary of their 
old Father, and ajiree to treat him with Con- 
tempt. He is lirft afirpnted by Gtnerits At- 
tendants, and the treating his Complaints of 
their rude Behaviour with Lightncfs, and ob- 
jeding to the number of hisFoIlowers,. which 
flif wants to have reduqtd to Eift^,. th« King 
leaves 
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leaves her in a R-agc, and repairs ro ihe Court 
of his E^ughter Regan, who having received 
an Account of what had pafs'd from her Sifter, 
comes to the Earl of G/j/Jfr's Caflie in order to 
avoid him. 

Lear in Kb way flopping at Glejier's CafUe, 
meets his two Daughters there ; they both 
join to treat him wjth the utmoft Cruelty, and 
abfolutcly rcfufe to give him Entertainment in 
either of their Palaces, unlefs he difbands all 
his Knights, and fubmits to be attended by 
their Servants. 

The old King, in an agony of Grief and 
Rage at this barbarous and unnatural Treat- 
ment from his two Daughters, to whom he 
had given all, rufhes out of the Caflie, declar- 
ing he will not ftay under the fme Roof 
with them. They, who defire nothing fo much 
as his Abfence, command the Earl of Glefter 
to' fliut his Gates, and fufitr him to go whi- 
ther he pleafcs. The Earl reprefents to them, 
that the King ihuft inevitably Perifti in^e 
Stocm, which then raged with the utmofl Vi- 
oletice, there bein^ no Houfe mor Shed within 
fevefal Miles to wielter him, and humbly in- 
treats that he may be allowed to follow his 
old Mafter, and invite him in.

Before the Annies engage, EJgarj diJgiiifcd, 
pves the Duke of Aliany his Wife's Letter 
which he had taken from theSteward; bids him 
read it ; and if Vidory declares on his Side, a 
Champion will appear at the firft Sound of the 
Trumpet to prove the Truth of what is con- 
tained therein. 

After this the Battle is fought; the £ngSfi 
are viftorious ; Lear and CerdeNa are taken 
Prifoners; and Edmuttd^a fecret Orders to 
the Officer who guards them to put them to 
deadi. 

The Duke of Jlbtmy havine read ^e Letter, 
by which he dilcovered his Wift's Adultery, 
and Edmund's Crimes, arrefls him for high 
Treafoii, and declares, if at the Sound oFme 
Trumpet, no Champion appears to prove it 
by Force of Arms, himfelf will undertake the 
Combat, and muntain the Charire. 

The 
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The Trumpet founds, Edgar appears in 
Arms, and after fumming up his Brother's 
Crimes, challenges him to the Combat ^ they 
Bght ; Edmund is mortally wounded } Edgar 
then difcovcrs himfelf, relates the HardOiips he 
had fuffcred j the Condition in which he found 
his miferable Father -, what he had done for 
htm, and how upon his difcoveiing himfelf to 
him, the ftrong Surprife, Grief, and mingled 
Rapture, fiezed with fuch Force upon his 
Heart (already almoft broken with his Mi- 
feries) that he expired in the Arms of the ba- 
nifhed Earl of Keat, who, in the Difguife of 
a menial Servant, hadcontmually followed the 
diftreffed King. 

Edmtaid^ flruclc with Remorie at this me- 
]ancholy Tale, confefFes all his Crimes ; afks 
Pardon of his Brother, and willing to do fome 
Good before he dies, owns the fccreC Orders 
be had given to put Lear and Cordelia to death, 
and urges them to fend and prevent the Exe- 
' cution ofthem. 

The Meflengcr arrives too late ; Cordelia 
had been juft llrangled by a Soldier, whom 
the old King had afterwards killed; Lear 
brings Cordelia in dead in his Arms^ and while 
he is lamenting over her, dies. 

The good Ear] of Kent expires immediately 
^er with Grief. GanertliUid R^an, poifiined 
by each other through Jealoufy, die in Tor-

the Duke of Albany reftorcd to- his Effiatcs and

This Fable, aldrdugh dfawtl frem the fore- 
going Hiftory of King Leai^, is fo alte/ed by 
ShakeffeaTy iri fevefal Circuttiftances, bs to 
render it much ttiore ilnprobablli thaft theOn- 
ginal : There *C are f^lfficiciitly di%uJt<^d wfith 
the Folly of a Man; ivho gives aWay otSe Half 
of his Kingdom to rrt'o of his Daughtere," be- 
caufe they flatfer him with' Profeflicns of the 
mod extravagant LoVe ; and' deprives his 
youngert Child of her' Portion for no Other 
Crime but confining her ExpreffionS of Teri- 
dernefs within the Bounds, of plain and iimgle 
Truth. . ■ " .

Rewards' proportionable to the Degrcft of Flat- 
tery Aey lavifh on him, he lias* ifimulated to

Zrar does not run mad till the diird hdt; 
yet his Behaviour towards Cordelia in this firft 
Scene has all the Appearance of a Judgment. 
tolaBy depraved : he alks Cordelia what ihe 
ias to fay" to draw a Dowry more opulent than 
her Sifters. 

Thus hcfuggefted to her a Motive for ex- 
ceeding^ them in Expreffions of Love : the no- 
bhr Dlfintereftednefs of her Anfwer afforded 
■ AeitrOngeft ConviSbn of her Smcerity, aad 
diat fhc poffeffed the hi^licft Degree of filial 
AfffeiKon for him, who hazardeiTthe Lofs of 
aU )mc Fortune to confihe herfclf to fimpje 
Truth inher Profefflons of it : yet, for this," 
hear baniflies her his Sight, conf(gn» het over 
to Want, and loads htr with the deeped Im- 
prccatioiTs, What lefs thart Phrcnzy can in-- 
fpire a Rage fo groundlefs, and a Condudl fo 
abfurd ! Lear, while in his Seftfes^ adts like a> 
mud Mzn, and from his firfl Appearance to his' 
lift* feems to be'whoUy depriiied of his Reafon. 

In the Hiftbry Lear Difinherits CorMia^ but 
rt^w read of no other kind of Severity exerted to- 
wards her. The King of France^ as well in 
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tbc Hiftory as the Play, charm'd with the Vir- 
tue and lieauty of the injured Cardeliay mar- 
ries her without a Portion. 

Shaieffedr does not introduce this Prince 
till after the abfurd Trial Lear made of his 
Daughters AfFeition is over. The Lover who 
is made to Marry the difinheiitetl Cardelia on 
account of her Virtue, is very iiijudicioufly 
contrived to be Abfent when (he gave To glori- 
ous a Tcftimony of it, and is touch'd by a 
cold Juftification of Ijer Fame, aad that from 
herfelf, when he might hav£ been charm'd 
. with a fliinine Inftance of her Greatnefe of 
Soul» and inviolable Regard to Truth. 

So unartfully has the Poet managed this In- 
cident, that Cordelia'a noble Difintcreftcdnefe 
is apparent to all bat him who was to bfe the 
moft influenced by it. In the Eyes of her Lo- 
ver Ihe is debafed, not exalted; reduced to the 
abjedl Neceffity of defending her own Charac- 
ter, and fc eking rather to free herfelf from the 
Sufpicion of Guilt, than modcftly enjoying 
the confcious Scnfc of fuperior Virtue.

Yet a^ Moment alter, without knowing an« 
more of the Matter, he lavilbes the wanneft 
PraiTes on her Virtues, and ofters to make her 
(loaded asfhe is with her Father's Curies, and 
deprived of the Dower he expefied with her) 
Queen oi France. This Conduft would be 
juJt,and natural, hadhc bacn a Witnefe of her 
noble Behaviour ; but doubtful as it rauft have 
appeared to him -in fuch perplexing Circum- 
ilances, 'tis extiavagant and abfurd. 

Shekefpear has deviated widely from Hiflojy 
ihtheCataftrophe of his Play; the Chronicle 
tells us, that King Ltar having been difpoflef- 
fed by his rebellious Sons in Law of that Half 
of the Kingdom which he had refcrved tor 
himfelf, and forced, by repeated Indignities 
from his Daughters, to take Refuge in Froiui, 
was received with great TendemelshyCerdiri^tf, 
who prevailed upon her Hufband to attempt 
his Refloration ; accordingly an Army of 
Frtnchmm pafs'd over into Britain, by which, 
the Dukes of Cemwd/. and y/Ziany being defeat- 
ed. King Lear was reftored to his Crown,died 
in Peace two Years after, and left his King- 
dom to Cordelia, InShaiejpear the Forces of 
the two wicked Sifters are vi^rious, l^ar 
and the pious Cerdeiia are taken PrifoDcrs, Ok 
is hanged in Prifon, and ihe old King dies 
widiCftiefi Had^^ff^/^dr followed the ffif- 
torian,

torian; he would not have violated the Rules 
of poetical Juftice j he reprefents Vice punilh-' 
ed, and Virtue rewarded ; in the Play one 
Fate overwhelms alike the Innocent and the 
Guilcy, and the Fa^ in the Hiftory are 
wholly changed to produce EventS) neither 
probable, neceflkry, norjuft. 

Several Incidents in this Play, are borrowed 
from the Hiflory of the old Prince of Papblage- 
nia, in Sidney's Arcadia^ which I IhaU here 
Tranfcribc.

' Sirs,' anfwered he wMi a good Octcej .sod

vncrwfi, Aift ho Man -dare Icnow but that yn 
muft he R»lt>>ahU } ind^ our State k fuch^ 
as'thotigh nothi^ 9 lb necdfiil unto w as Pity, 
yet nertnijig H more dangerous imto i^a, ^th^Q 
to mAkC ourfelvet fo JtiKmrn as may ftir Pity;

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and widi myfelf in worfeCafe than I. do wHb 
myfelf, which isas Evill as may be, if ISpeak 
untruly, that nothing is fo welcome to my , 
Thoughts, as the pubitfliing of my Shame 
ThereforeknowyouGenilemenfto whom from 
my Heart I wifli that it may not prove fome o- 
minous Foretoken of Mistbrtune to have met 
■with fuch a MiferasI am) that whatfoevrr my 
Son (o God that Truth binds me to Reproach 
him with the Name of my Son) hath faidis true. 
But befides thofe Truthes, this alfb is trut, 
that having had in lawful Marriage, of a Mo- 
ther fit to bear Royal Children, this Son f fuch 
aone as partly you fee, and better fhall know 
by my fhort Declaration^ and fo enjoyed the 
Expectations in the World of him till he was 
grown to juftilfy their £xpci5tations, fo as I 
needed envy no Father for the chief Comfort 
of Mortality, to leave another ones-fdf after 
me. I was carried by a Baftard Son of mine, 
if at leaft I be bound to believe the Words of 
thatbafe Woman my Concubine, his Mother, 
firft to miflike, then to hate, laftly to deftroy, 
or to do my beft to deftroy this Son, I think, 
Tou think undefcrving DeftruSion ; what 
Ways he ufed to bring me to it, if I fhould 
teJJ you, I fliould tedioufly trouble you with as 
much poifotious HypocrHy, defperate Fraud, 
fmooth Malice, hidden Ambition, and fmiling 
Envy, as in any living Perfon could he har- 
bour'd : But I lift it not, no Remembrance of

l^ifc, nobody daring to ihfw fo much Chanty 
as to lend mc a Hand to guide my dark Stepsj 
till this Son of mine^ Gad Juiows, worthy of 
a more virtnoia, and more fortunate' Father, 
fiurgetting my abominable Wrongs, not red- 
ing Danger, and negle^lng the prefent good 
Way he was in of doing himfelf good, canie 
hither to do this kind Office you lee him per- 
form towards me, to my unfpeakable Grief j 
not only becaufc his Kindnels is a Glafs even 
to my blind Eyes of my Naugbtinefs ; but that 
above all Griefs, itgrieves me he Ifaould despe- 
rately adventure the lofs of his well defervii^ 
Life for mine, that yet owe moreto Fortune for 
my Deferts,as if he would carry Mudde in a Cheft 
ofChiyftal; for well I know, be that now reign - 
cth, how much foever (and with good Reafon) 
.faede|pifethmejofallMen defpifed} yet he wilt 
. not let flip any Advantage to make away him 
whoife jtift Title, enoblcd by Courage and 
. Goodnefs, may one Day fhake the Seat of a 
never fecure Tyranny ; and for this Caufe I 
craved of him to lead me to the Top of this 
Rock, indeed, I muft confefs, with meaning 
.to free him from fo Serpentine a Companion as 
I am ; but he finding what I purpofed, wil^ 
therein, fincehc wasborn, fbevred himfelf dil- 
obedienttome: And now, Gentlemeniyov have 
the true Story, which, I pray you, publifli to the 
Woildi that my mifchievious Piroc<(^ing6 may 
bctbe Glory of his fiUtl Piety, the only Re- 
ward 
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ward now left for fo great a Merit ; zni if it 
may be, let me obtain that of you which my 
Son denies me, for never was there more 
Pity in faving any than in ending me j both 
becaufe therein niy Agony fliall end, and fo 
yon (hall preferve this excellent young Man, 
who clfe wilfully follows his own Ruin.

the Occafion was prefeptcd ; for Piexirtus ijo 
was the Baftard-calied) canie thiflicr with forty 
Horfe, only of purpofe to murder this Bro- 
ther, of whofe coming he had foon Advertifc- 
Bientj and thought no Eyes offufficient Cre- 
dit in fuch a Matter but his own, anil therefore 
come himfelf to be A^or and Speflator : and, 
as foon as he came, not regarding the weak 
(as he thought) Guard ofbut two Men, com- 
manded fome of his Followers to fct their 
Hands to his in the killing of Leonat^s ; but 
the young Prince (though noto^erwife armed 
butwithaSword) how ialfcFy fbevef Ke.was 
dealt with by others, would not betray hinii- 
felf J but bravely drawing it our, roads ttjc 
D?ath of the firft that aSaSed hjm, wamr h|s 
Followers to come morcwarfly after hini- By* 
then JPyraclet and Afi^tiorttt were quickly DC- 
come Parties- (fo juft a Defence dcferving as 
much as old Friendship) and fo did behave Qiem 
among that Company (more injurious tlian 
O 5 valiant) 
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valiant) that many of them loft their Lives for 

their wicked Mafter, 

Yet, perhaps, had the Number of them at 
Jaft prevailed, if the King ot Pent us (lately 
by them m^^e fo) had not come unlocked for 
to their Succour ; who (having had a Dream, 
'which had £xed his Imagination vehemently 
upon fome great Danger, prefently to follow 
tbofe two Princes whom he mbft dearly loved 
was come in all Hade, following, as well as 
he could, -their Track, with an Hundred 
Horfes, in-that Country, which he tfaought- 
(confidering who then reigned) a fit Place 
enough to make the Stage of any Tragedy. 

But then the Match had been fo ill made for 
Plexertus, that his ill-led Life, and worfe-got- 
ten Honour, fliould have tumbled together to 
Deftrui£iion, liad there not come in Tjifltwjand 
. TtUmr, with forty or fifty in theirSuit, to the 
.Defence of PUxirtus. Thefe two were Brqr 
thcrs, of' the nobleft Houfe of that Country, 
brought up from their Infancy with PUxirtus -, 
Men of fuch Prowefc as not to know Fear in 
themfclves, and yet to teach it in others that 
ihould deal with tiiem : for they had often made 
iheir Lives triumph over mofl terrible Dan- 
gers i never difmayed, and ever fortunate; 
and, truly, no more fettled in Valour than dif- 
pofed to Goodnefs and Jufticej if either they 
had lighted on a better Friend, or could have 
learned to make Friendlhip a Child, and not 
a Father of Virtue : But bringing up (rather 
the Choice) having firft knit their Minds tmtp 
him (indeed crafty enough, either to hide his 
Faults or never to fljew them, but when the/ 
might 
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might pay home) they willingly held out the 
Courfe, raiher to fatisfy him tha;i all the 
Worid i and rather to be good Fiiends than 
good Men ; fo as though they did not like 
the Evil he diil, yet they liked him thai did ths 
Evil ; and though not Counfellcrs of the Of- 
fence, yet Protcftors of the OiFender. 

Now they having heard of this iiidden goin^ 
out with fa fmail a Company in a Country full 
of evil-wifliing Minds toward him (though 
they knew not the Caufe) followed him, till 
they found him in fuch Cafe as they were to 
venture their Lives, or clfe he to lofe his, 
which they did with iiich Force of Mind and 
Body, that, truly, I may juftly fay, PyrocUs 
and Muftdarui had never tiil then found any 

' that coiild make them fo well repeat their 
hardefl: Leilbn in the Feats of Arms : And, 

. brieHy, fo'theydid, that if they overcame nof, 
were they not overcome ; but carried away 
that ungrateful Mafter of theirs to a Place of 
Security : howfoever, the Princes labsured to 
the contrary- 

But this Matter being thus far begun, it be- 
came not the Conftancy of the Princes io to 
leave it, but in all Haite making Forces both 

.- in Pontus and Phrygia^ they had in few Days 
left him but only .that one ilrong Place where 

'he was; for Fear having been the only Knot 

' . that had fadened his Peopieunto him, that once 

untied by a greater Force,', diey all fcattered 

. from him like fo many Birds whofe Cage had 
been broken. 

In which Se^fon the blind King, having, in 

the chief City of his Realm, fet the Crown 

upon hb Son Leonatus'^ Head, with many 

, O 6 Tears, 
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Tears, both of Joy and Sorrow, fetting forth 
to the whole People his own Fault and hii 
Soil's Virtue, after he had kiffed him, and 
forced his Son to accept Honour of him, as of 
his new become Subjefl, even in a Moment 
died ; as it fliould feem, his Heart, broken 
with Unkindnefs anS AfflifHon, ftretched fo far 
beyond his Limits with this Excefsof Comfort, 
as it was no longer able to keep fafc his viul 
Spirits. 

But the new King, having no ]e& lovingly 
performed all Duties to him dead, than alive, 
purfued on the Siege of his unnatural Brother, 
39 much for the Revenge of his Father, as for 
the ellabfilhing his own Quiet." 

The under Plot of Glojler and his two Sons, 
■irt thcTragcdy of King Z«r, is borrowed from 
this foregoing fhort Hiftory of Leonalt/s ; feveral 
of the Circumflances clolely copied ; and the 
CharaflerJ of the Brothers nearly the fame. 

The Adventure of the Rock is heightened 
by Shakejpear ; perhaps with too little Atten- 
tiori to Probability. Glnjliry though, deprived 
of Sight, might eafdy be fenfible of the Differ- 
ence between walking on 9 level Plain, aiid 
afcending a fieep and craggy Rock ; nor could 
he poiSbly fuppofe, whenhe fell gently on that 
Plain, that he had precipitated himfelf from an 
immenfc Height to the Margin of the Sea. 

Shakejpear, in the pathetic Delfcription he 
makes Edgar givg of his Father's Death, had 
certainly uie following Pallage of the ^rfodlctf 
in his Eye. " The blind King having in 
the chief Ci^ of his Realm fet the Crown upon 
his Son Ltenetufi Head, vrith many Tears, 
Uth 
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,br>Eh of Joy and Sorrow, fetting foth to the 
People his own Fault, ajid his Son's Virtue, 
after he had kilTed him, and forced his Son to 
accept Honour of him, as of his new become 
SubjeiS, even in a Moment diet), as it fliould 
feem, his Heart broken with Unkiiidncfs and 
, AfHiiition, ftretched fo far beyond his Limits 
. wrth this Excefs of Comfort, as it wiS able no 
longer to keep fafe hij vital Spirits." Sidney.

The Chronicle of HoHng/bed, and Stcbiey's 
Arcadia are not the only Refources Shakefpear 
had for his Tragedy of Lear, if we may be- 
"licve the Editor of aCoUeaionofoldBallads, 
publiChed inthe Year 1726: in his Introduflbn 
loan old Ballad called, A LamentahU Sen^ of 
the Death of Ki.ig Lser and I is three Daughters, 
he has thefe Words. 

'" I cantioC be certain diretflly as to the Time 

whtn this Ballad was wrttten; but that it 

was Ibme Years' before the Play of Skaiefpidr 

appears 
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appears from fcveral Circumftariccs, which to 
mention would fwell my Introduction too far 
beyond its ufual Length." 

It is to be wiflied that this Writer, fince he 
was r«folved not to exceed a certain Length in 
his Ir.troduflion, had omitted fomePart of it, 
MH order to introduce thofe Circumftances that 
were of infinitely more Confequence than any 
thing elfe he has faitl on ths Subjeii of that old 
Ballad : if it was really written before Shait' 
Jp€ar'& Play, that great Poet did not difdain to 
confult it, bu4 has copied it more clofely than 
either the Chronicle or Sidney. From thence 
(for 'tis mentioned no where elfe) he took tha 
HintofZ/irr's Madnefs, and the extravagant 
and wanton Cruelty his Daughters exercifed on 
him J the Death of King Ltar is alfo exa^y 
copied. 

Sptttcer Teems to have furnifhed Shakefptar 
with the Hint of Cerdelia's Manner of Death ; 
In the tenth Canto of the fecpnd Book of his 
Fairy ^ten, he relates the Story of King 
Lear and his three Daughters j CoTdtUa, he 
tells us, after having reftored her Father to his 
Crown, and fucceeded to it after his Death, 
was by her Sifter's Children dethroned, and 
confined a long Time in Prifon, fo that, over- 
come by Defpair, flie hanged herfelf. In 
F,hokifpear Cordelia does not hang herfelf, hut 
ishaiigedby a Soldier; a very improper -Ca- 
taftrophe for a Perfon of fuch exemplary 
Virtue. 

The following is the old Ballad I have men- 
tioned, which bears fo exa£l an Analogy to 
the 
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ArgiMTient of Shakijpcar'% King Ltarj that his 
having copied it cannot be doubted, if indeed 
it be true> that it was written before that 

Tragedy.
